(AP) — America’s most de- 
structive hotel fire turned the 
15-stery Winecoff Hotel here 
into & blazing inferno early 
today and brought death to 
116 persons and injury to at 
least 100 more, 

While scores of guests 
trapped in the upper part of 
the building burned or suffo- 
cated, other men, women and 
children plunged screaming to 
death on the pavements below 
in the pre-dawn darkness, 

A revised death list compiled

One Throws Children 
From 7th Floor, Then 
Plunges — Girl Slips, 
Hurtles Down.

ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 7 (AP)— 
Sickening cries of the dying, and 
terrifying shrieks of those about 
to die suddenly and horribly on 
the pavement below, cut the night 
like air raid sirens gone mad. 

That was the Winecoff Hotel 
fire early today, where 116 persons 
lost their lives. It was like an air 
raid... like the shrill scream of 
a falling shell .., then the heart- 
rending, thick-sounding thud of 
another body mashing against 
concrete. 

An ambulance driver said: 
“They’re coming down like men 
bailing out of a burning B-17.” 

Again and again came those 
bubbling, wailing shrieks . , . cut- 
ting the night air... then silence 
... death, 

Children Pushed From Window. 

Firemen yelled “Don’t throw 
them , ,.. don’t throw them.” But 
from a seventh-floor: window, a 
woman -pushed two children—a 
boy about 7 years old and a girl, 4 
or 5—then followed them in a wild 
plunge. The children fell like rag 
dolls, On the pavement the little 
boy twitched a moment. The lit- 
tle girl was still. 

I’ve covered train wrecks, coal 
mine explosions and other catas- 
trophes, but all of them together 
pale in comparison to this, the 
worst hotel fire in the nation’s 
history, 

Reaching the scene in less than 
45 minutes after the blaze was 
discovered, I turned the corner to 
see flames shooting from. the

Mid-Atlantic States Or- 
ganization Similar to 
Toledo Plan Being 


Formed. 


By a Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7— Mem- 
bers of a strike-prevention assem- 
bly for the Mid-Atlantic states, 
composed of representatives of 
labor, Management and govern- 


ment; will be named next week, it 
was announeed here today. 

Whether this may develop into 
a full-scale use of the Toledo Plan 
for industrial peace on a national 
scale could not be determined im- 
mediately. The Toledo Plan in- 
volves frequent meetings of a 
permanent labor-management-pub- 
lic committee to settle labor dis- 
putes. 

A similar purpose was announced 
for the Mid-Atlantic assembly, the 
first of its kind in the nation. The 
assembly will act in a purely ad- 
visory capacity in attempting to 
bring together parties in labor dis- 
putes and conciliate their differ- 
ences before the strike stage is 
reached, 

Organization of the assembly, on 
an experimental basis is being 
supervised by Edgar L. Warren, 
director of the United States Con- 
ciliation Service; P. K. Manno, 
branch supervisor, and E. E. Col- 
well, regional director of the serv- 


ice. 

Operation of the Toledo Plan on 
a national scale was suggested 
earlier this week by Vice Mayor 
Michael V: DiSalle of Toledo. He 
presented his idea to Stabilization 
Director John R. Steelman, who in 
turn sent an outline of the plan 
to President Truman. 

The strike-prevention assembly 
to be organized next week will 
have jurisdiction over eastern 
Pennsylvania, southern New Jer- 
sey, northern Virginia, Delaware, 
Maryland and the District of 
Columbia. Representatives of man- 
agement and of the AFL and the 
CIO from this area will meet with 
Conciliation Service officials, They 
will attempt to settle disputes both

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FRENCH DISCOVER 
HOW TO SPLIT ATOM 
INTO 3 AND 4 PARTS 


Joliot-Curie Says Knowledge: 


Will Be Turned Over to 
World’s Scientists. 


PARIS, Dec. 7 (UP)—French 
scientists have discovered how to 
split the uranium atom into three 
and four fissionable parts and 
they are going to tell the world 
about it. 

In a speech Thursday night at 
the Sorbonne, Frederic Joliot- 
Curie, Nobel prize winner and 
French commissioner for atomic 


energy, said scientists of his com- 
missariat have discovered trifis- 
sion and quadrifission. of the 
uranium atom, American scien- 
tists produced the atomic bomb 
from two fissionable units. 


Attacking atomic secrecy, Joliot- 
Curie said: 


“We are struggling against sec- 
recy of research in pure science. 
That’s why we are going to set 
an example in bringing to the 
knowledge of scientists through- 
out the world these two important 
discoveries.” 


He said that these discoveries 
would lead to important results 
in the realm of atomic research 
for peaceful purposes. He also 
disclosed that France is construct- 
ing two uranium piles. 


‘NO FIRE ESCAPES! WHY ?” ASKS 
NEWSPAPER IN ATLANTA 


“It Is Not Because We Did Not 
Know the Danger,” Says 
Editorial. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 7 (UP) — 
In a front-page editorial titled “No 
Fire Escapes! Why?” Wright 
Bryan, editor of the Atlanta 
Journal, wrote today: 


“Recrimination over what hap- 
pened in the Winecoff is useful 
only insofar as it points the way 
to protecting human life in the 
future. 

“There were no fire escapes on 
the building, 

“Why? 

“It is not because we did not 
know the danger. This is Atlanta’s 
third major fire in a decade—the 
Cable Piano Company Building in 
1936, the Terminal Hotel in 1938, 
and« now the Winecoff Hotel in 
1946. 

“After each there was a flurry 
of public demand for better regu- 
lation of fire hazards—and then 
a renewal of apathy.”

When word came of the strike 
settlement yesterday afternoon, 
the city had on hand a seven to 
10 day supply of coal, A. H. 
Beddoe, area distribution manager 
for the Solid Fuels Administra- 
tion, reported. Fourteen smal] 
dealers were completely out of 
coal, he added, 

Beddoe pointed out that if the 
United Mine Workers return to 
the pits tomorrow, it will take 
three to four days longer before a 
large volume of coal from Illinois 
reaches the city. At present, the 
city is getting about 5000 tons 
daily from Progressive Mine 
Workers mines. 

It will take a week after the 
miners return to work in Arkan- 
sas and Oklahoma for coal to 
reach the city from that area and 
10 days for West Virginia coal to 
get here, Beddoe said. 

Nine mines in the vicinity of 
Springfield, Ill., and Taylorville, 
Ill. operated by the Peabody 
Coal Co., will begin operation to- 
morrow if maintenance men can 
complete their work today, a com- 
pany spokesman said, The mines 
normally produce’ about 45,000 
tons of coal a day, 

Some Layoffs Possible. 

Depleted coal supplies and com- 
plications,caused by the rail em- 
bargo might make it necessary for 
some plants to carry out layoffs 
announced heretofore, the indus- 
trial survey indicated.

Lewis Revels | 
In Drama of 
His Surrender 


Reads Letter to Re- 
porters in Locked 
Room.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7—John L. 
Lewis, one of the greatest show- 
men of them all, plodded uncer- 
tainly from a basement assembly 
room this afternoon, the very 
picture of age and defeat. 

He had capitulated to the 
United States Government and 
sent his 400,000 followers back to 
the mines. Now he walked slowly 
up a long flight of stone stairs 
in the United Mine Workers 
building, shoulders sagging, white 
fingers rubbing the sleeve of his 
spry public relations man, K, C. 
Adams. 

‘He walked ponderously, as is 
his custom, Jetting the weight of 
his loose flesh fall first on his 
heel, then on his toe. He moved 
painfully to the first floor, where 
he entered a private corridor. 

Once inside his demeanor 
seemed to change. He _ shook 
hands with a friend and grinned 
amiably.. Then he disappeared to- 
ward the elevator. 

Act or Real Thing? 

Was it an act, or was it the real 
thing? Genuine or not, it was 
almost true that, as one reporter 
phrased it, no one else but God 
himself could have gathered 80 
many reporters together in such 
short time. 

Only a few minutes before, the 
destrle bulletin had appeared on 
Washington news tickers’ that 
Lewis would hold a press confer- 
ence at 2 p.m. Reporters soon 
were converging on the UMW 
headquarters, coattails flying and 
hats askew. 

They were shown to a large, 
well-lighted room, lined with per- 
haps 200 framed cartoons, most 
of them depicting the adventures 
of John L. Lewis. Prominently 
displayed were two cartoons by 
D.. R. Fitzpatrick of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

On one wall were crossed Amer- 
ican flags and a huge parchment 
testimonial given Lewis by mem- 
bers of the CIO before he broke 
away. In front of these, on a 
raised dais, was a long walnut 
table, bare except for a single 
metal ash tray. 

Photographers clustered around 
the table as reporters filled the 
rows of folding chairs drawn up 
before and beside the dais. Lewis 
entered promptly at the appointed 
time, and the room fell silent as 
he stood behind the table. 

“A Few Words to Say.” 

From his eminence he surveyed 
the group before him, Flashlight 
bulbs popped. The lights were re- 
flected oddly from his small blue 
eyes set deep beneath the famous 
shaggy brows. Deliberately he 
placed his cigar in the ash tray 
and sat down. 

“T have a few words to say,” he 
began sonorously, holding a paper 
in his left hand. “They may be 
of something more than local in- 
terest.” 

He paused, looking from left 
to right and running his tongue 
about inside his cheeks. Photog- 
raphers®almost climbed up on him 
in their eagerness to catch each 
fleeting expression. Someone said 
in a low voice: “He loves every 
minute of it.” 

Quoting his beloved Shake- 
speare, Lewis continued, refer- 
ring to his statement, “Tis a 
poor thing, but ‘tis mine own,” 
“Tt is wholly mine, and I read it 
to you so that. you may know 
from whence it emanated.” 

At this point Adams ordered 
the photographers away and some 
of Lewis’s aids, who had closed 
the doors and were standing 
guard at them, shouted: “Break 
it up, break it up.” 

Several photographers complain- 
ed and Lewis thundered to one of 
them: “Wait! I am speaking to 
you; go ahead and take it.” 

In a few moments the photo- 
graphers were beaten back and 
Adams, who had taken a seat be- 
low and to the right of the master,

the rightful privileges of indi- 
vidual citizens, 

The issues before the Court 
are fateful for our republic. It 
may be presumed that the ver- 
dict of the Court, when ren- 
dered, will affect the life of 
every citizen. 

These weighty considerations 
and the fitting respect due the 
dignity of this high tribunal im- 
peratively require that, during 
its period of deliberation, the 
Court be free from public pres- 
sure superinduced by the hys-

WASHINGTON, Dee. 7 
(AP)—John L. Lewis ended 
the soft coal strike today, sur- 
rendering in the face of action 
by the Supreme Court and the 
President of the United States, 

He ordered his 400,000 
miners back to work immedi- 
ately under the wages and 
other terms of the Government 
contract, which he had tried 
to terminate, and made a bid 
for negotiations toward a new 
pact. 

Reports from the mine 
fields indicated ready compli- 
ance, Some maintenance 
crews headed for the pits to- 
night, and full-scale resumpe- 
tion of mining Monday morn- 
ing appeared certain. 

The sudden end of the 17- 
day strike brought a gasp of 
relief from a crippled nation, 
The freight and express em- 
bargoes, the curtailment of 
passenger service on coal- 
burning trains, and the parcel 
post restrictions were removed 
immediately. 

The brownout restrictions 
that had dimmed stores and 
theaters, reduced street liglit- 
ing and otherwise cut non- 
residential use of electric 
power in 21 states, including 
Missouri, and the District of 
Columbia, were lifted, More 
stringent rules, however, re- 
mained in effect in a few com- 
munities where utility eoal 
supplies had fallen to low 
levels. 

President Truman, one hour 
after Lewis acted, canceled 
the broadcast he had planned 
for tomorrow night but issued 
no comment, 

With the theatrics he loves, 
Lewis announced the capitulation 
to a hurriedly-called press confer- 
ence at 2 p.m. Sonorously, with 
Shakespearean references, he read 
a notice to the miners telling 
them all to go back to work im- 
mediately—until midnight, March 
31, he stipulated, but developments 
between now and then could make 
that deadline meaningless. 

Lewis Reads Message Himself. 


Lewis prefaced what he had to 


say by announcing he would read 
his letter to the miners himself 
so the reporters might know “that 
‘tis mine own, made on this day, 
and in good faith.” 

“Questions as to motive,” he 
said, “will be pure speculation, 
Some philosopher has said any- 
how that the pursuit of motives 
is the most elusive in the world.” 

But two facts were plain: 

1. The President was at work 
on his broadcast, and all indi- 
cations were that it was to have 
been an appeal to the miners 
over Lewis's head. There also 
were reports of some unionists 
already back to work in scat- 
tered operations and an esti- 
mate of the National Coal As 
sociation that bituminous pro- 
duction in the week ended Nov, 
30 was 17 per cent of normal. 

2. The appeal from Lewis's 
contempt of court conviction 
was in the Supreme Court. If 
upheld there, the way would be 
cleared for additional heavy 
fines against the United Mine 
Workers for continued defiance 
of an injunction. 

Lewis's retreat came abruptly 
between two conferences with

One conference was 
held in the forenoon, before Lewis 
acted; another was held in the 
late afternoon. The court sent 
word that no announcement would 
be made today, and the lawyers 
all were tight-mouthed. 


The nine Justices at their reg- 
ular Saturday noon conference 
had an opportunity to decide 
whether they will hear Lewis's 
appeal, at the Government's re 
quest. Their decision as to Su- 
preme Court jurigdiction in the 
case may be annoynced Monday. 


Lewis announced he took his 
action in order that the Supreme 
Court might pass on the issues 
free from “public pressure super- 
induced by the hysteria and frenzy 
of an economic crisis.” 


He invited negotiations for a 
new working agreement ‘with 
either the Government or the pri- 
_ vate operators, depending on what 
the Supreme Court decides in re- 
gard to that status of the Govern- 
ment contract and the federal 
operation of the mines. 


The wording of Lewis‘'saletter 
may point to an early return of 
the coal mines to their owners 
from Government possession, and |} 
to contract negotiations with the 
operators. The mines have been 
under federal seizure since last 
May's strike. 


Lewis said the union is willing 
to “negotiate a new wage agree- 
ment for the bituminous industry 
with such parties as may demon- 
strate their authority to do &o, 
whether it be an alphabetical 
agency of the United States Gov- 
ernment or the associated coal 
operators.” 

It was Lewis's refusal to talk 
with the private operators that led 
to the crisis. He turned down 
President Truman's proposal for a 
truce to permit union-industry 
contract negotiations so a pact 
could be reached that would end 
-Government operation. 

Only two days ago, the National 
Coal Association, industry trade 
group, asserted; “When... the 
mines are back in production and 
negotfations with the owners be- 
come appropriate, and when the 
representatives of the employes 
are willing to negotiate, the Amer- 
ican people will find the operators 
willing to negotiate in a co-opera- 
tive spirit.” 

“Yellow Dog Injunction,” 


Lewis's letter started off with 
a description of the Htigation over 
the strike as “the Administration's 
‘yellow dog’ injunction” and told 
UMW members that the case had 
reached the Supreme Court. It 
continued: 

“The Supreme Court is, and we 
believe will ever be, the protector 
of American liberties and the 
rightful privileges of individual 
citizens. The issues tefore the 
court are fateful for our republic. 
It may be presumed that the ver- 
dict of the court, when rendered, 
will affect the life of every citi- 
zen. 

“These weighty considerations 
and the fitting respect due the 
dignity of this high tribunal im- 
peratively require that, during its 
period of deliberation, the court 
be free from public pressure 
super-induced by the hysteria and 
frenzy of an economic crisis. 

“In addition, public necessity 
requires the quantitive produc- 
tion of coal during such period.” 

Then ‘Zollowed his instructions 
to the miners to go back to work 
“immediately,” which in effect 
means Monday morning since 
most mines do not work on Sun- 
days,.and his stipulation that the 
order is effective until midnight, 
March 31. 

Lewis emphasized his instruc- 
tions to the miners with the ad- 
monition: 

“Let there be no hesitation upon 
the part of any individual mem- 
ber with respect to the effectu- 
ation of the policy herein defined. 
Complete unity of action is our 
sole source of strength.” 

Avoids Further Penalty. 

By calling his men back into 
the mines while the high court 
deliberates, Lewis lifted from him- 
self and the union the threat of 
‘further contempt of court action 


which might have .eaten further 6°

CINCINNATI, Dec. 7 (AP)—R.

On the other hand, Carnegie- 
Illinois Steel Corp., largest subsi- 
diary of United States steel, had 
announced 20,000 workers would 
be furloughed this weekend in the 
Pittsburgh-Youngstown area, Blast 
furnace operations were to be cut 
to four of 24 and open hearths to 
17 of 129. Company officials pushed 
a survey of conditions to: deter- 
mine what schedule changes can 
be made. 

Republic Steel reported it had 
planned drastic cuts for next 
week, but in view of the end of 
the coal walkout, would continue 
its present rate, 

Jones & Laughlin Steel, big 
Pittsburgh independent, had 
dropped only 1200 of its 20,000 em- 
ployes and was reported in “good 
shape.” 

The Tri-State Industrial Asso- 
ciation, which represents steel 
fabricators employing 200,000 in 
Pennsylvania, Ohio and West Vir- 
ginia, had planned big cutbacks 
because of the rail embargo.

CHANGE UNLIKELY 


IN AUTO OUTPUT 


DETROIT, Dec. 7 (UP)—Auto- 
mobile manufacturers thought to- 
night the end of the coal strike 
will enable them to continue pro- 
duction at near current levels. 

The Ford Motor Co, which laid 


off 20,000 workers Thursday be- 
cause of the coal shortage and 
railroad embargo, said _ tonight

Other automobile companies 
gave evidences of considerable re- 
lief that their flow of supplies 
soon would be resumed following 
lifting of the rail embargo.

TRUMAN WRITING 
CPFECH AT TIME 


STRKE WAS ENDED 


Cancels Broadcast at

Half of Hotel Fire Dead Appeared | 
As if Seared by Flame-Thrower 


‘Relatives Haunt Morgues and Hospitals Seek- 


ing Fate of Winecoff Guests, Clues 


to Identity of Bodies.

ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 7 (AP)— 
Nearly half the dead from the 
Winecoff Hotel fire appear to 
have been struck by a gigantic 


'flame-thrower. 


Those who died of suffocation 
are, generally, unmarked, though 
some have faces frozen into masks 
of horror, distorted out of resem- 
blance to human beings, lips bared 
over teeth. Death apparently had 
been long in coming. 

A few of the bodies were shat- 
tered, They are the ones who 
jumped. 

I spent the day searching for 
the dead, trying in every way con- 
ceivable to learn their identities. 
I have been from hospital to hos- 
pital, morgue to morgue. 

I have looked at wedding rings, 
some plain gold, some inset with 
diamonds, school rings, Masonic 
rings and here and there, an initial 
ring. The latter were invaluable 
as means of tentative identifica- 
tion when cross-checked with the 
hotel’s register. 

The rings in many cases were 
the only means of identification. 
Relatives poured into Grady Hos- 


pital and frantically sought out 
the funeral parlors. 

Dr, John E. Smith of Fitzgerald, 
Ga., lost his wife and three chil- 
dren. He was stunned. He could 
only ask, “Where are they? Do 
you know?” 

The brother of young Peggy 
Cobb of Fayette, Ala., identified 
his sister at Grady Hospital, He 
was one step removed from col- 
lapse, but his first thought was 
to reach his mother lest strangers 
inform her first. 


These cases were multiplied a 
hundred fold. Only in a few cases 
did grief give away to uncon- 
trollable sobs, Mostly, the corri- 
dors of the hospitals and the wait- 
ing rooms at funeral homes were 
filed with an atmosphere of 
crushing sorrow, but well removed 
from hysteria.

ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 7. — My 
wife and I did a:dance of death 
at the end of bedsheets, on the 
fifteenth floor, for three horrible 
hours this morning. 

I can’t believe that we are on 
the ground and safe. 

The first I knew there was a 
fire I heard people screaming. I 
thought it was a dream. Then my 
wife woke up and we looked 
down from the window. Flames 
were shooting up from every win- 
dow below us on the front of the 
hotel, 

We were scared to death, but 
my wife had enough sense to sug- 
gest we tie some sheets together 
and try to get,to a lower floor. 
We made two ropes and climbed 
down separately, but when we got 
to the fourteenth floor, it was so 
hot we had to climb back up to 
our room. My wife climbed back 
all by herself; she’s the pluckiest 
girl who ever lived. 

It was getting hotter and hotter 
and smoke was coming in, so we 
looked around for a part of the 
hotel where it wasn’t so bad. We 
crawled out on the ledge with the 
aid of our bedsheets and got in 
another room on-the same floor. 

A man named Henry joined us. 
There he is over there on that cot. 
He and his wife helped us to move 
around from room to room, hold- 
ing on to sheets and ledges. Then 
he lost his wife. Another girl 
jumped from the roof and hit her 
as she passed by. Both of them 
‘crashed all the way down. 

(Horne referred to J. W. Henry 
of Jefferson City, Tenn. near 
Knoxville.) 

The three of- us that were left 
kept swinging from room to room 
on the fifteenth floor, staying just 
ahead of the fire. After what 
seemed a year, we reached a cor- 
ner room that the flames and 
smoke had passed by. It was 
cooler there and the firemen 
seemed to be getting the blaze 
below us under control. 

So we sat and waited for two 
awful hours. We had picked up 
enough clothes to cover us as we 
moved from room to room. God 
help the people who owned them. 
Henry just sat there speechless 
with grief. I thanked God that 
my own wife was spared. 

Finally the firemen and Red 
Cross got to us. They were amazed 
to find us alive. They helped us 
down 15 flights of steps and we 
are gafe and thankful to be alive.

NO ACTION PLANNED THIS YEAR 
ON INTRASTATE RATE REQUEST 


JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 7 
({UP)—The Missouri Public Serv- 
4ee Commission announced today 
that it probably would take no 
action until next year on a peti- 
tion that railroads operating in 
the state be granted authority to 
increase intrastate freight rates. 

Roy Reid, the commission's 
chief rate expert, explained that 
the railroads of Missouri had for- 
mally asked for freight rate in- 
creases in the same amount as 
those authorized yesterday by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
on interstate traffic. Those in- 
creases, averaging 17.6 per cent, 
will become effective Jan. 1, 1947. 

“The commission has a full 
docket for December and we 
probably won't get to the intra- 
state hearing until early next 
year,” Reid said. Railroads oper- 
ating in Missouri filed a petition 
with the commission last June for 
general 20 per cent boosts in in- 
trastate traffic. 


4 OF 5 POLLED IN 30 MONTHS 
VOTED IN FAVOR OF STRIKES 


NLRB Releases Data on Secret Balloting 
That It Conducted in 2 1-2.Years 
Ending January 1.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7—Analy- 
sis of figures compiled by the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board 
showed today that four out of 
five employes voted in favor of 
going on strike in the course of 
2168 secret strike votes conducted 
by the board under the War La- 
bor Disputes Act during a two- 
and-a-half-year period ending last 
Jan. 1, 

The NLRB no longer has au-

further funds on such elections. 
Thus, there are no Government 


figures for this year, but Govern- §

unions this year indicated an even |¥ 


higher proportion of workmen in 
support of striking where 
strike issue has come up. 


From July 1, 1943, thretgh 
December 1945, a total of 1,593,- 
937 workers voted in favor of 
striking and 332,874 voted 
against work stoppage, in strike 
polis held by the NLEB, or 79.2 
per cent “for” and 20.8 per cent 
“against,” according to efficial 
Government figures. 


26,680 Employers Involved. 


Although only 2168 
polls were held, 26,630 employers 
were involved during this period. 
This was due to the fact tat in 
many instances one strike vote 
was taken by a union whose mem- 
bers were employed by many dif- 
ferent employers. One strike poll 
of the teamsters’ union, for ex- 
ample, affected many plants where 
members of this trade union were 
employed. 

In the fiscal year from July 1, 
1943, to July 1, 1944, a total of 381 
strike polls were conducted by the 
NLRB. Of this number, 323 polls 
resulted in a majority vote for 
striking and 58 resulted in no 
strike. In the 381 polls, 69,978 
ballots were cast in favor of a 
strike and 28,246 against, or a 
little more than two-to-one in 
favor of striking. 


In the fiscal year from July 1, 
1944, to July 1, 1945, the agency 
supervised 573 polls, with 482 polls 
favoring a strike and 91 oppos- 
ing. In these 573 polls, an aggre- 
gate of 442,769 persons cast bal- 
lots for a strike and only 97,473 
against a strike; or approximately 
4% to 1, a sharp increase over the 
preceding period. 


From July 1, 1945, through De- 


polls, of which 1045 were decided 
in support of striking and 169 
against. In these polls, a total of 
1,081,190 employes voted for a 
strike and only 207,155 against, or 
an approximate ratio of five to 
one. 

That the war served as a strong 
deterrant to strike is shown by 
the great increase in the number 
of polls taken during the last six 
months of 1945 (V-J day was in 
mid-August). The number of polls 
during this half year was more 
than twice the number for’ the 
entire preceding two years, and a 
number of strike vote participants 
—1,288,345—was more than double 


the number of balloters in the! 
preceding two years. 

This heavy weighting of the last 
period accounts for the raising of 
the over-all ratio to five-to-one 
for strikes for the three periods 
combined. ' 

The figures cited by the NLRB, 
as given above, include both open 
and closed shop plants. 

Some labor observers said that 
the original legislation providing 
for filing of strike notices, Gov- 
ernment supervised secret polls 
and for a 30-day cooling off pe- 
riod was supported by many Con- 
gressmen in the belief rank-and- 
file workers were being called off 
their jobs by labor leaders against 
their wishes. These labor ob- 
servers further said that Congress 
ceased making appropriations for

Phillips, accompanied. by fire in- | 
exnectors, said in every instance 
the flames had burned into the 
rooms of the third, fourth and 
fifth floors, indicating that the 
origin lay somewhere in the car- 
petted hallways. 

The fire was out of control 
within a few minutes after it was 
discovered and before every piece 
of firefighting equipment in 
Atlanta could be summoned, 
Phillips said. 

The fire marshal said a bell- 
hop testified he had noticed no 
fumes or smoke when he delivered 
some soft drinks to a room on the 
fifth floor. When he turned to 
leave the room however, he found 
he was trapped by flames in the 
doorway. 

The mystery of its origin gave 
rise to speculation how the fire 
could spread so rapidly through a 
fire-resistant building. 

Victims Seen Praying. 

Would-be rescuers told of see- 
ing many forms _ silhouetted 
against the flames, praying for 
succor that could not reach them. 
Bodies crashed in ghastly proces- 
sion into the street and into 
smoke-filled. alleyways. There 
were 285 guests registered at the 
hotel, a leading one in Atlanta. 

Spreading with rapidity through 
the southwest side of the building, 
flames raced up stair-wells and 
elevator shafts to trap nearly half 
the guests. The death toll eclipsed 
Chicago's LaSalle Hotel fire of 


six months ago, when 61 died, and 
more than tripled the 34 dead in 
Atlanta's Terminal Hotel fire of 
May 16, 1928. 

The nation’s previous record 
toll inva hotel fire was 71 in the 
Newhall House blaze at Milwau- 
kee in 1883. 

Among the identified dead were 
W. F. Winecoff, on of the hotel's 
builders, who. died in his upper- 
flocr apartment, and his wife. 

Comer Rowan, night clerk, said 
few guests came downstairs after 
the alarm sounded, and a Dell 
captain reported that racing 
flames blocked the stair exits, Ele- 
vators were knocked out almost 
immediately, 

Some guests escaped by cling- 
ing .to ledges. or swinging from 
bed sheets until firemen reached 
them. Many who leaped from 
upper floors hit safety nets but 
the hurtling bodies tore the nets 
from firemen's hands.

Trial Board Convicts Wal- 
ter E. Bishop, Clears 
Robert Kohn — Four 
Others Face Hearing. 


Walter E. Bishop, union shop

Members of the Motion Picture 
Theater Owners’ Association will

The association was 
strongly opposed to the adoption 
of the ordinance last spring. 

Initiative procedure will be re- 
quired because most members of 
the Board of Aldermen feel that 
the majority of their constituents 
want to retain the daylight sav- 
ing measure and have indicated 
they would vote against the repeal 
measure if it comes up on the 
aldermanic floor. 

Measure May Not Get to Floor. 

The measure probably’ will 
never get to the floor, however, 
because, most of the members of 
the aldermanic Committee on 
Legislation have indicated the 
would vote to kill the repeal bill 
in the committee. 

Almost all aldermen are 
agreed that those seeking rzpeal 
of the measure should take the 
necessary steps to bring the mat- 
ter before the public for a vote. 

The repeal measure, introduced 
by Alderman George N. Daugherty 
of the Twenty-sixth Ward, has 
been pending in the committee 
since its introduction, shortly 
after the daylight saving ordi- 
nance was adopted. 

A public hearing will be held on 
the repeal measure in Room 208, 
City Hall, Wednesday at 2 p.m.* 

Meanwhile, additional organiza- 
tions have announced they would 
appear in behalf of the retention 
of daylight saving provision. Mem- 
ber banks of the St. Louis Clearing 
House Association and the Asso- 
ciated Bankers of St, Louis favor 
the retention of the ordinance, it 
was announced yesterday. The 
two groups represent 28 banks in 
the downtown section of the city. 

Earlier, numerous civic, welfare 
and recreational organizations an- 
nounced their intent to appear in 
behalf of the present ordinance.

ENDING OF MINE 
WALKOUT nAILED 


BY CONGRESSMEN 


Some in Both Houses le 
sist New Labor Legis- 
lation Still Is Needed, 


However. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 (AP)— 
Members of Congress hailed the 
ending of the soft coal strike to- 
day, but some insisted that new 


glabor legislation still is needed. 


Typical of the comments: 

Senator Edwin C. Johnson 
(Dem.), Colorado — “Thank God, 
and I mean it with all due rev- 
erence,” 

Senator-Elect John W. Bricker 
(Rep.) Ohio—The general labor 
situation is “one of the first mat- 
ters for the new Congress. I hope 
for a decision by the Supreme 
Court (on appeals of John L. 
Lewis and his United Mine Work- 
ers from $3,510,000 in fines on con- 
tempt citations) at the earliest 
moment,” 


* Senator Lucas (Dem.), Illinois— 
“As one United States Senator, 
I am happy that Mr. Lewis has 
seen fit to capitulate.” 


Senator Hickenlooper (Rep.), 
Iowa—"“I am giad the miners are 
going back, That meets the thing 
of immediate importance — the 
production of coal. But other 
vital issues must be met and 
settled — the threat of recurring 
situations hanging over the head 
of the American public. That issue 
and its solution must be one of 
the first problems of the new 
Congress. Also not settled is the 
issue of defiance of our Govern- 
ment.” 

Martin ‘Gratified.’ 


House Republican Leader Mar- 
tin of Massachusetts—“Gratified” 
that the strike has been halted 
but the new Congress should still 
proceed with “constructive” labor 
legislation. 

Representative Halleck (Rep.), 
Indiana—Congress has a responsi- 
bility to enact labor legislation 
“which will be constructive but 
not punitive and which will give 
first consideration to the walfare 
of the nation as a whole.” 


Representative Case (Rep.), 
South Dakota, author of the 
vetoed Case Labor Disputes Bill— 
The end of the strike “should be a 
warning to the country that we 
should not leave the destinies and 
welfare of the public in such 
shape that any one man at one 
time can hold the economic life of 
the country in his hands.” 
Senator Hatch (Dem.), New 
Mexico—“I couldn’t conceive of 
men remaining out on strike when 
the nation faced such a critical 
situation,” 
Senator Capper (Rep.), Kansas 
—"He (Lewis) did the best pos- 
sible thing from any standpoint. 
He was on the wrong track and 
reached the only logical con- 
clusion.” 
Senator Wiley (Rep.), Wiscon- 
sin—“John Lewis’s action is good 
news for the country. What he 
has done now indicates a belated 
recognition that we are a nation 
of laws. It is apparent that the 
weight of public opinion has 
played a big part in this.” 
Senator Millikin (Rep.), Colo- 
rado—“That’s mighty good news. 
It’s, a wise decision based on. sound 
reasons. It will strengthen the 
hand of those who want to see 
firm and well-balanced labor rela- 
tions legislation.” 
Senator Brooks (Rep.), Illinois—

Patterson Announces 
Emergency Steps to 
Meet Critical Shortage 
in American Zone. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 (AP) — 


|\Secretary of War Patterson to- 


night announced emergency meas- 
ures to speed more than 300,000 
tons of food to the United States 
occupation zone of Germany this 
month to meet a critical shortage 
caused largely by the Maritime 
strike. 

Patterson told Lt, Gen. Lucius 
D. Clay that the War Department 
is undertaking to send 303,500 long 
tons of food this month, compared 
with 52,500 tons in November. 
Seventeen grain-laden vessels 
are to sail from Albany, N.Y., in 
December, with the Coast Guard 
ready to provide icebreakers in 
the Hudson river if needed. 
Stand-by vessels will be held in 
other ports to prevent unforeseen 
delays and take on additional last- 
minute cargoes. 

Patterson’s statement said the 
War Department is making head- 
way against difficulties in break- 
ing bottlenecks in food transpor- 
tation which “have threatened to 
wreck the occupation program.” 
Railroad transportation, he ad- 
vised, is the critical factor in 
supplying an estimated 300,000 
tons of grain needed monthly to 
maintain the daily ration of 1550 
calories in the American zone. 
He added that “if we do not get 
that transportation, we face fam- 
ine, chaos, and the risk of failure.” 
The Secretary’s statement, was 
in response to one by Clay, the 
deputy United States military gov- 
ernor, who said during negotia- 
tions for economic unification of 
the British and American zones 
that lowering the ration would im- 
peril the occupation program. 
Patterson laid the food shortage 
to the maritime strike which he 
said set back shipments by 60 
days, the continuing shortage of 
boxcars, and the added tonnage 
which, by British-American agree- 
ment, must now be sent to the 
British zone. American’ grain 
stocks are ample, he said, to pro- 
vide for the needs.

“We had as many as 140 men 
at one time working day and 
night to finish that building,” he 
went on. “Our labor troubles were 
at a minimum, thanks to Ryan 
and Robinson.” 


Vice President Calvert had pre- 
viously told the reporter that uni- 
versity officials became irked over 
delays in finishing the building, 
which was started Aug. 5, and 
also because of the large amount 
of overtime paid workers on the 
job. He said “the final straw” 
was on Nov. 13 when one of the 
priests in charge of building for 
the university came to the project 
and complained to him that he 
had found six workmen shooting 
craps on the top floor of the un- 
completed structure. 

“I didn’t dispute the word of 
this man of the cloth, but went 
up the ladder to see for myself 
within three minutes after he 
made hig charges, and I found all 
the men at work,” Calvert said. 
The next day, Calvert related, 
orders were given by the univer- 
sity that the contract was to be 
canceled and all workmen would 
be paid off at the completion of 
the week’s work. 


Denies Payroll Was Padded. 


“I know the university thought 
the payroll was padded, but this 
was not true,” Calvert continued. 
“We showed them where it cost 
us approximately $30,000 in insur- 
ance and social security payments 
alone. Our payroll was terrific 
each week, but some of the men 
worked 18 and 20 hours a day and 
many worked Saturday and Sun-/| 
day at double time.” 

Calvert didn’t deny that some 
workmen had been found asleep 
on the job by priests but said, 
“There were extentuating circum- 
stances as the men had been 
wheeling concrete for 18 or 20 
hours and were exhausted.” 

The construction project, Calvert 
said, could be compared to a man 
ordering a suit from a tailor to 
be made overnight. The univer- 
sity officials wanted the job fin- 
ished by Sept. 15 and authorized 
around-the-clock work, he said.

| Secretary of State Byrnes propos- 
ed to the Big Four foreign minis- 
ters council today two slashing 


}reductions in American, British, 


|} Russian and French forces occu- 


i|pying Germany, Austria, Poland 
and the Balkans. 

The first of these cuts would 
ireduce the total of occupation 
forces in Europe by next April 1 
to 620,000 men, including only 
240,000 Russians. By April 1, 1948, 
another blanket reduction of one- 
'fourth to one-third would be put 
through. 

Byrnes proposed that on next 
troops in 
|Germany should be cut to 140,000, 


| Russia’s to. 200,0000, Britain’s to 


140,000 and France's to 70,000. Rus- 
sian troops in Poland would be 
limited to 20,000 for protection of 
Soviet lines to Germany. The 
forces of all four allies in Austria 
would be slashed to 10,000 men 
each and Russia would be allowed 
to maintain 5000 each in Hungary 
and Romania for protection of 
commuication lines, 

British Foreign Secretary Er- 
nest Bevin was expected to sup- 
port the proposal vigorously, but 
Soviet Foreign Minister V. M. Mol- 
otov’s reaction was not made 
known. 

Talks on Germany. 

The Ministers Council, having 
wound up all important issues in 
the Italian and Balkan peace 
treaties, turned at last to tackle 
the central problem of peace in 
Europe—a German settlement. 

Molotov agreed that peace set- 
itlements for both Germany and 
| Austria should be undertaken by 
the council at its next meeting in 
Europe, and he invited his col- 
leagues to hold that in Moscow in 
late February. 

Byrnes introduced a document 
which provided that the council 
should decide here and sow to 
name a commission of deputies to 
hold hearings and lay the ground- 
work for its European discussions 
on Germany. 

Molotov said the Big Four here 
should agree only when and 
where they would next meet and 
not until that next meeting should 
they name deputies or make any 
move to hold hearings for such 
countries as Belgium, thé Neth- 
erlands and others which. fought 
Germany and are demanding 4 
voice. 

Byrnes Opposes Delay. 
Byrnés said he saw no néed for 
such delay, that deputies would 
need no special instructions to 
hold hearings. Molotov indicated. 
however, that they could not take 
testimony without instructions, 
‘which some diplomats interpreted 
fas meaning he might want to re. 
strict expression of views. . 

The dispute never reached the 
point of a real deadlock because 
it never came to a decision.

~ BEGIN; MARTIAL 
LAW IN ONE AREA 


Military Rule Imposed 
-in Province West of 
Azerbaijan After Re- 
ported Clashes. 


TEHRAN, Dec. 7 (AP)—The 
Iranian Government clamped mar- 
tial law and a curfew on most of 
the principal cities and towns of 
the Caspian province of Mazanda- 
ran today as the country entered 
a two-week election period in 
which delicately balanced rela- 
tions with Russia and allied wes- 
tern powers again seemed near a 


crisis. 

Army Chief of Staff Rezmara 
announced the action in a com- 
munique which said clashes be- 
tween armed groups and citizens 
had taken place, and Tehran 
newspapers reported that mem-) 
bers of.the pro-Soviet Tudeh party 
had been found with arms after 
the disturbance. Mazandaran is in 
northern Iran and about 150 miles 
from semi-autonomous Azerbaijan 
province, 

Already minor clashes between 
Government troops and Azerbaijan 
militia have taken place along the 
borders of Azerbaijan, whose 
present “Democrat” government is 
a direct descendant of the revolt 
of a year ago when Russian 
troops were occupying the area, 


Tudeh Party Activity. 


(Moscow broadcasts, quoting 
Iran newspapers, alleged a long 
list of attacks and persecutions 
of trade unionists and “People’s 
party” members in Mazandaran by 
gendarmes and “ruffians” of the 
new pro-Government party which 
also carries the label ‘“Demo- 
cratic.”) 

Like Azerbaijan, Mazandaran 
supposedly is rich in oil and other 
resources, was once occupied by 
the Russians and has been the 
scene of much Tudeh party ac- 
tivity 

In the

Clashes along the Azer- 
border the Government 
captured the village of Rejin 
three days ago. The newspaper 
Etelaat reported today that the 
village of Aghkand also had been 
taken from the Azerbaijanis. 

The conflict arose directly from 
Premier Ahmed Qavam’'s_ an- 
nounced intention of sending 
troops to all parts of Iran in 
order to hold elections under na- 
tional supervision on. five days in 
the two-week period beginning to- 
day. 

Azerbaijan Opposes Entry, 

The Azerbaijanis, contending 
their own militia was capable of 
“ supervising the elections in their 
. own territory, have refused to 
admit the Government troops. Al- 


.. though the province recognized 


the authority of the central Gov- 
ernment last June after several 
months of self-declared autonomy, 
the Government has been able to 
exercise very little control in the 
area, 

The Government's informative 
report to the United Nations Se- 
* curity Council in New York yes- 
terday alleged that Russia again 
had intervened in its internal af- 
fairs by sending its ambassador 
to Qavam to advise against send- 
ing troops to Azerbaijan, 

Complicating the picture is Qa- 
vam's promise to Russia of a 
large oil concession, in northern 
Iran, including Azerbaijan. The 
new Parliament to be chosen in 
the current election period has 
to approve or disapprove that 
concession. Qavam is represented 
as believing that Russia should 
have a concession in the north 
to balance Britain's interests in 
the large southern oil fields.

DEFENDED BY ELIC! 


Discipline, Morale Steadilv 
Improving, He Says in Re- 
ply to Meader. 


By GEORGE FIELDING ELIOT 
(Copyright, 1946.) 

It would be inaccurate, indeed, 
to say that the American occupa- 
tion of Germany has been with- 
out fault. But it is likewise in- 
accurate to give the impression— 
as George Meader’s report defi- 
nitely does—that the whole thing 
is a mismanaged, filthy mess and 
is steadily growing worse. 

Reading the Meader report, one 
can only conclude that Meader 
was specifically looking for 
things to _ criticize and that 
nothing else made much impres- 
sion on his mind. 

Otherwise it could hardly have 
escaped his notice that the over- 
all quality of the American occu- 
pation forces is steadily improv- 
ing as regards discipline, organ- 
ization and morale. There are 
distinct signs of the old Regular 
Army now quite apparent to the 
eye of the trained observer, as 
this reporter had opportunity to 
note when visiting Germany in 
August and September of this 
vear. The fluic uncertainties of 
the period of demobilization are 
giving place to the solid founda- 
tions of permanent organization. 

t is quite true that the vener- 
eal disease rate is still very high; 
but it is to the improvement of 
the conditions under which the 
men are living that we mast look 
for a decrease in this respect. 

As to the problem of the Jew- 
ish displaced persons. in the 
American zone of occupation. 
Meader says: “The Army authori-

It is only by keeping these 
memories fresh that we can hope 
to hold high the torch of Pearl 
Harbor. It can not be done with 
spineless conciliation. From the 
present point of view of the Vet- 
erans of Foreign Wars the pros- 
pect is not very encouraging. 
' Apathy prevails, along with the 
Communist-inspired efforts to 
again divide our country.”

MOSCOW DISPATCH 
DISCOUNTS RUMORS 
OF STALIN ILLNESS 


Premier Taking Vacation Now 
as He Did Last Year, 
Eddy Gilmore Writes.

MOSCOW, Dec. 7 (AP)—I am 
informed that there ig no basis 
for reports published in Turkey 
that Premier Stalin is “seriously 
ill.” Stalin is taking a vacation 
just as he took a vacation at this 
time last year. He returned to 
Moscow last year on Dec. 17 and 
presumably will return about the 
same time this year, 


Two Turkish newspapers earlier 
this week reported that Stalin’s 
health had “taken a dangerous 
course” and that his closest friends 
“are now near him.” No source 
was given for these statements. 

London newspapers today car- 
ried speculative stories from 


Washington, Copenhagen and other 
capitals on Stalin’s health and 
whereabouts. 

A new point raised in London 
was a report that a deputy signed 
a new trade agreement with Fin- 
land this week on behalf of Minis- 
ter of Foreign Trade A, I. Miko- 
yan. It was said this might mean 
that that long-time associate of 
Stalin might be away from Mos- 
cow with his chief. 

The Moscow radio today report- 
ed the observance of still another 
Soviet anniversary without men- 
tioning Stalin. Noting that yes- 
terday was the fifth anniversary 
of the Soviet counteroffensive that 
threw the Germans back from the 
gates of Moscow, the radio said 
Col. Gen. Filip I. Golikov, a com- 
mander before Moscow, gave a 
radio review of the battle.

Dwight Taylor, a Hollvwood writer 
since 1930, has written, among 
many” ’screén plays, “Gay Di- 
vorcee,” “The Thin Man Goes 
Home,” and “Conflict.” 

Wed to J. Hartley Manners. 

Miss Taylor was married in 1911 
to: J. Hartley Manners, an Eneg- 
lishman who was an established 
actor in London before he came 
to this country in 1902 and became

Although Miss Taylor appeared 
in many of the 22 plays written 
by her husband who died in 1928, 
none approached the popularity 
of “Peg O’ My Heart.”

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Columbia Valley Power 
Fight Parallel to MVA 


New Bill Calling for a Regional Authority Will Be Intro- 
duced Into Next Congress and Supporters Who Want 
More Extensive Use of River’s Vast Resources Are Pre- 


pared for Long Struggle.

ATTLESHIP gray from glacial silt, 


PORTLAND, Ore., Dee, 7. 


the Columbia river rushes out of the 


Canadian Rockies to wind across the arid wastes of Central Washington and 


then become a green and mighty flood entering the sea below Portland. 
basin adjoins that of the Missouri river. 


The Columbia and its tributaries are ca- 
pable of enormous development, which could 
produce far more electric power for the ris- 
ing Northwest, reclaim several million acres 
of land by irrigation and augment inland 
navigation considerably. Flood control is 
needed to a limited extent. The field is wide 
open for intensified soil conservation. Recre- 
ational opportunities, like the ideal for 
ducks, are unlimited. 

This is the setting for the struggle for a 
Columbia Valley Authority, to parallel the 
proposed Missouri Valley Authority, follow- 
ing the general pattern of the successful 
Tennessee Valley Authority. The situation 
as to CVA is strikingly analogous to that of 
MVA. The fight for both goes on, in spite 
of the defeat of some supporters and the 
general setback of liberal forces in the 
November election. Shortly before the elec- 
tion a group of Democratic senators apd 
senatorial candidates from the Northwest, 
including some holdover members of the 
Senate, announced their continuing support 
of CVA and MVA. After the election, various 
liberal elements, banded together as the Con- 
ference of Progressives, made the river val- 
ley authorities part of their new program. 
They take comfort in the fact that it took a 
long time to bring about creation of TVA. 
The original CVA and MVA bills died in the 
last session of Congress. 


Movement for CVA 
Gets Boost from Krug. 


The movement received a boost from a 
powerful quarter when Secretary of the In- 
terior Krug, an old TVA executive, disclosed 
in a speech in Seattle in October that he fa- 
vored a CVA patterned along TVA -lines. 
Later, in the Capital, Krug told a press con- 
ference that the next Congress would get a 
bill for a regional authority to handle pow- 
er, irrigation, flood control, navigation and 
recreation in the Northwest. 

Krug’s stand becomes more notable when 
it is considered that his department includes 
the vigorous Bureau of Reclamation, which 
is well entrenched throughout the Northwest | 
and the western Missouri basin. That bureau 
and the Army’s Corps of Engineers are the 
chief agencies in the Pick-Sloan “shotgun 
wedding” of the Missouri valley, lately re- 
peated less emphatically in the Columbia. 
Theirs is a marriage of convenience, and 
their bureaucratic families are polite to each 
other when they meet, but out here, as 
along the Missouri, each continues to strug- 
gle for influence, appropriations and projects 
to build. 

Both the bureau and the corps have plans 
for development of the resources of the Co- 
lumbia basin, which extends about 700 miles 
north-south and east-west. These appear to 
be none too well co-ordinated, and there 
bave been instances of keen rivalry over the 
game projects. For the Columbia there is 
no Pick-Sloan plan as yet, as the controversy 
here has not reached the stage of immi- 
nent threat which brought the corps and the 
bureau together on the Missouri. 

It’s the old story of MVA all over again, 
with the same alignment of forces. Inter- 
ests which like the army and the bureau way 
of doing things favor continuation of the 
present arrangement and cry out, either di- 
rectly or through a ‘‘front,” against the 
“dictatorship” and all-pervading power of a 
CVA, which, 
way for radicals to take over the na- 
tional government. They argue for ‘‘the 
American Way’ and preservation of states’ 
rights, and their talk is music to many ears 
in big business, middle-sized business and 
the Republican ranks. 


Power Companies 
Opposing Movement. 


Privately owned power companies, in- 
eluding some under chain ownership, are 
openly supporting the opposition to CVA. 
This correspondent obtained direct confirma- 
tion of this from the manager of the Pa- 
cific Northwest Development Association, 
the leading anti-CVA group, and from an of- 
ficial of the Washington Water Power Co., 
Spokane, a unit of Electric Bond & Share 
Co. The association manager also said that 
eontractors were among the contributors. 

Power companies like the Bureau of 
Reclamation preference for selling publicly 
generated hydro-electric power at the dam. 
Contractors like the army and the bureau 
practice of awarding contracts for heavy 
construction. CVA would give first choice 
of power to publicly owned systems and co-

Listed among opponents of CVA by the 
president of the Washington State Reclama- 
tion Association—a bureau supporter—are 
organized civil engineers; mine operators 
and engineers; the Northwest’s great tim- 
ber industry, livestock grazers, fisheries and 
canneries, and the fertilizer industry. Ex- 
cept for the civil engineers, who are said to 
fear CVA might “freeze them out of the pic- 
ture,” these reputed opponents are pictured 
as deeply concerned that the broad terms of 
the original authority bill might give CVA’s 
three-man board life-and-death power over 
their businesses. 


Washington Governor 
An Avowed Supporter. 


Not only CVA advocates, but neutrals hold 
to the belief generally that the power com- 
panies are the chief opponents. Also in the 
opposition are the state reclamation associa- 
tions, which back the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion, and many Chambers of Commerce, in- 
cluding those of Seattle and Spokane, Wash. 

Gov. Mon C. Wallgren (Dem.), of Wash- 
ington is an avowed supporter of the prin- 
ciples of CVA, which is backed by his ad- 
ministration, including the Columbia Basin 
Commission, a state agency. He appointed 
to succeed him as Senator Hugh B. Mitchell, 
sponsor of the original CVA bill, who was 
defeated for a new term in the November 
election. Wallgren has declined to join in 
the current co-ordination of exist(ng federal 
agencies in the basin. Gov. Sam C. Ford 
(Rep.), of Montana is openly opposed to the 
authority idea for either the Columbia or 
the Missouri, whose basins join in the west- 
ern mountains of his state. Administrations 
of the other states in the Columbia basin 
— Oregon, Idaho, Nevada, Wyoming and 
Utah—are described as more or less quietly 
opposed to CVA, 

Liberal elements of the Northwest, includ- 
ing a number of Democratic leaders, are the 
active supporters of CVA, just as they are of 
\MVA. Their spearhead is the Regional 
League for CVA, led by a Spokane State 
Representative classed as a “progressive” 
Republican, who is a well-to-do real estate 
dealer. The league, in contrast to the mori- 
bund Regional Committee for MVA, has not 
exhausted its funds and has continued to 
show a little activity. 


Difference Between 
Missouri and Columbia. 


A mainstay of the CVA support is the 
Washington State Grange, with 53,000 mem- 
Other elements include the CIO gen- 
erally, the AFL Washington State Federa- 
tion of Labor and some other AFL groups, 
the Washington Public Utility District Com- 
missioners’ Association and other segments 
of the “public power’ group, the state 
branches of the National Farmers’ Union 
(relatively small in the Pacific Northwest) 
and, reportedly, a few Chambers of Comt- 
merce in small cities. The CIO Political Ac- 
tion Committee has not been widely active 
of late in the Northwest. 

An outstanding difference between the 
Missouri valley and the Columbia is that the 
Columbia has the Bonneville Power Admin- 
istration. This is an agency under the Sec- 
retary of the Interior, set up by law to mar- 
ket the electricity from the big Army-built 
Bonneville Dam, east of Portland. Its func- 
tions have been stretched so that it also 
handles the current from the mammoth 
bureau-built Grand Coulee Dam, and BPA 
has become, in fact, the nucleus of the ex- 
tensive public power system in the North- 
west. 

It would not be too surprising if a meta- 
morphosis Occurred in the course of time 
and BPA became a veritable CVA. People 
have tended already in the nine-year exist- 
ence of BPA to lqok upon it as a sort of 
regional authority Sometimes they have 
asked its officials why the Bonneville Act 


Its 
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to get a CVA out here.” BPA has not been a 
shrinking violet in the garden of inter- 
agency rivalry. 

The Columbia Basin Inter-Agency Com- 
mittee is a belated counterpart of the Mis- 
souri Basin Inter-Agency Committee. Each 
includes a regional representative of the 
army engineers (who happens to be chair- 
man in each instance), the Bureau of Recla- 
mation, the Department of Agriculture and 
the Federal Power Commission. *Participa- 
tion of Governors of states in the basin is 
less positive and active in the Columbia 
committee than in the Missouri. 


Neither Committee 
Has Real Authority. 


No real authority is possessed by the 
inter-agency committee of either basin, but 
there has been sporadic talk of giving each 
statutory power. Advocates of CVA and 
MVA assert that these committees were set 
up only as a means of staving off or stop- 
ping a real valley authority like TVA. 
Agency spokesmen, naturally, deny this, but 
the only real justification they offer for the 
committees is that these bodies do facilitate 
co-ordination of the activities of the inde- 
pendent agencies and do furnish opportunity 
for public information on what’s going on. 
Hydro-electric power plays a far larger 
part, for geographical and economic reasons, 
in the Columbia basin than in the Missouri. 
Krug said his department’s study showed it 
was clear that power output in the North- 
west, particularly in Oregon, Washington 
and Idaho, must be increased and that there 
would be a serious power shortage if sched- 
uled projects are not pushed through in the 
next three years. ‘ 

Industrial development of the Northwest, 
he pointed out, is moving faster than anyone 
had anticipated, and new postwar industry 
here has absorbed the power load formerly 
going to war plants. Important among the 
new industries of the region are aluminum 
plants. 

Coal and oil have to be hauled thto the 

region and sawdust, once cheap and avail- 
able as fuel for industrial and domestic use, 
now is going into such things as plastic 
coating for plywood. 
Electric power capacity of the entire re- 
gion now is about 2,000,000 kilowatts, or 
less than three times that of the Union Elec- 
tric system centered at St Louis. About 
half of this is turned out by the Columbia 
at Bonneville and Grand Coulee, the rest by 
private utility and municipal and other pub- 
lic plants While there has been theoretical 
talk that potential hydro capacity of the 
region is 50,000,000 kilowatts, BPA says a 
more practical estimate is 15,000,000 to 
20,000,000.

DOLF HITLER presumably is dead, 
but -virulent Hitlerism in this country 
is ‘‘a sinister and expanding reality”’ in 
the words of John Roy Carlson, whose new 
book, “The Plotters,” published by E. P. 
Dutton & Co., has been described as a ‘“‘Who’s 
Who” of America’s potential stormtroopers. 


Carlson, a short-statured, intense young 
man of Armenian extraction, first attracted 
widespread attention with his ‘Under 
Cover,” which exposed the feverish activity 
of Nazi agents and their tools in the United 
States during the pre-war years. “The 
Plotters,’’ a sequel, carries the sordid story 
on through the postwar period, showing 
that the hate-mongers and fomentors of viod- 
lence are emerging from their dark cellars 
with a resurgent and alarming militancy. 


In detailing America’s renascent fascist 
movements he presents names, facts, photo- 
static records, letters and undercover 
pamphlets with painstaking care. The docu- 
mentation is far more impressive than any 
personal conclusions Carlson could make. 


The main aim of American fascists at 
present, he says, is to ensnare the support 
of the war veterans. Based on his own in- 
vestigations he estimates that no less than 
five million veterans are sufficiently unin- 
formed and gullible to fall victim to the rab. 
ble-rousers and peddlers of hate. For it is 
“hate,” he asserts, that binds them all to- 
gether, from the loud, wild, crazy fringe to 
the publicity-shy, coldly calculating reaction- 
aries of wealth and influence. 


He makes abundantly clear that their 
fascism wears many tricky disguises. It 
glistens on the surface in the self-righteous 
name of Americanism, super-nationalism, 
ultra-patriotism and ‘“‘true’’ Christianity. 
Wearing such protective cloaks, its leaders 
and disciples preach the venom of anti- 
Catholicism, anti-Semitism, anti- democracy 
and anti-unionism through hundreds of pub- 
lications and organizations, ranging from 
the Ku Klux Klan to so-called “respectable” 
groups like American Action, Inc. 


Hate Mongers Called 
Threat to Democracy. 


There are, he believes, at least 15 million 
Americans who already have fallen prey to 
the spreaders of hate poison, and can thus 
be considered dangerous ultra-nationalists 
or fascists. He asserts they constitute a 
threat to our democracy which we dare not 
under-estimate. 

He feels that a great many of them have 
stepped into the Fascist line as a result of 
shrewd and vicious Red-baiting. Although 
Carlson condemns Communism, lumping it 
with Fascism as the “‘twin vultures hoping 
to feed on the corpse of our democracy,” he 
points out that the Communists in this coun- 
try comprise a relatively small group. The 
‘Red menace” is being used, he asserts, 
by Fascists and reactionaries as a stagger- 
ingly effective device to destroy liberal 
causes, smear sincere Democrats and stam- 
pede countless thousands into the hate-filled 
ranks of the ‘‘super-patriots.”’ 


Hitler used precisely the same Red-bait- 
ing and Jew-baiting technique in prewar 
Germany with devastating effect, he points 
out, adding it can happen here, especially if 
a chaotic depression hits the nation with its 
resultant unrest of the multitudes, and if 
the native Fascists find a melodramatic 
spellbinder to weld them together. The 
members of some of the subversive nation- 
alist organizations already wear emblems 
and insignia comparable to the Nazi swas- 
tika, he points out.

The war scarcely had ended in 
September, 1945, when a group of ‘“‘super- 
patriots’ held a mass meeting in the Mercer 
County Fair Grounds at Celina, Ohio, which 
Carlson, posing as a farmer of German 
descent, attended. The names of the speak- 
ers were well known to Carlson as a result 
of his undercover work in prewar years— 
Gerald L. K. Smith, Frederick R. Kister, 
Carl H. Mote, Wesley Swift, Harry A. 
Romer, George Vose and Paul Meinhart,. 


Speaker Ridicules 
International Co-operation. 


Romer started the meeting by reciting the 
Pledge of Allegiance to the flag, but mis- 
quoted the words, according to Carlson. He 
damned the Farmers’ Union as Communist, 
excoriated the Dayton newspapers, demanded 
that Father Coughlin of Detroit be returned 
to the radio and that “them slobbering 
foreign-language speakers’’ be kicked off the 
air. He also demanded more radio time 
“for such great Americans” as Col. Charles 
A. Lindbergh, Gerald Smith, ex-Congress- 
man Hamilton Fish, ex-Senators Burton K. 
Wheeler and Gerald P. Nye, Senator Wil- 
bert Lee O’Daniel, Congressman Clare’ E. 
Hoffman, and Mrs. Elizabeth Dilling, au- 
thor of the book, “The Red Network.” 


Mote, next in line, ridiculed international 
co-operation, and spoke of the Bretton Woods 
“steal,” the Dumbarton “hoax’’ and the San 
Francisco (United Nations) ‘‘sell-out.”’ After | 
an hour of ranting, Mote introduced Gerald 
Smith, who, says Carlson, was once closely 
associated with the late Huey Long and was 
an organizer for William Dudley Pelly’s 
Silver Shirt Legion ‘‘of American storm- 
troopers.” 

A master of mob* psychology, Smith 
aroused the farmers to spasms of emotional 
hysteria. ‘‘The nicest fair grounds, the best 


hotels, the best restaurants, they all belong 
to us,” he bellowed. “Why shouldn't we 
enjoy them? Who enjoys them now?” 

“The Jews!” yelled the mob. 

When the meeting finally broke up sev- 
eral tough-looking men surrounded two 
young representatives of the CIO in Dayton 
and the Greenville, O., Farmers’ Union, who 
were distributing leaflets: denouncing Smith 
as a trouble-maker. The younger of the 
two men was punched, kicked and slapped 
while the mob shouted with frenzied emo- 
tion. One frowsy woman with contorted 
face screamed: “Hang em! Plenty of trees 
here! ‘Hang them Rooshians!”’ 


Stewart Indicted 
For Wartime Perjury. 


Carlson looked up Kister’s background 
and found that he had been graduated 155th 
in his high school class of 189, had ambitions 
to become an actor but finding little success 
in this field turned to the political theater 
instead, and at one time was employed as 
editorial assistant on a national wartime 
magazine whose publisher, Douglas M. 
Stewart, went to jail for contempt of court 
rather than reveal the source of funds he 
received for the magazine. The magazine 
pleaded for appeasement of Hitler. Stewart 
and Kister, Carlson said, are still quite 
friendly. 

Just a few days ago a District of Colum- 
bia grand jury indicted Stewart on charges 
of perjuring himself four times while testi- 
fying before a wartime special grand jury 
investigating Nazi financing of propaganda 
publications in this country.

Kister’s menage, says C&rlson, also in- 
cludes the Rev. Arthur W. Terminiello of 
Birmingham, a Catholic priest suspended by 


his bishop for activities ‘detrimental to the 
church and the unity of our country.” As 
Chaplain of the Christian Veterans and 
founder of the Union of Christian Crusaders, 
Terminiello is one of Gerald Smith’s most 
vocal associates. 

Carlson’s book is replete with such eye 
witness accounts of nationalist meetings. 
Spilling over its 408 pages it presents a 
weird gallery of oratorical demagogues, 
crackpots and fanatics, Catholic-haters, Jew- 
haters and Negro-haters, inciters to riot and 
violence, all financed in part by the dollar 


bills and quarters of the ignorant and gul- 
iible, and in part by behind-the-scenes 
wealthy reactionaries terrified by the “Red 
Menace.’’ Many of them openly attack the 
concept of democracy, preferring instead 
some brand of dictatorship to quell ‘‘minort- 
ties.’’ 

There's the United American Veterans of 
Washington, headed by C. H. Whitsey, “na 
tional commander,” and “George Dixon, 
national adjutant.” Dixon, says Carlson, 
actually is a tall, sleek Cherokee Indian 
named Chief Blue Moon, who once was 
friendly with Bunder Fritz Kuhn and who 
spoke in behalf of the crusaders for Ameri- 
canism, Inc. In 1939 the chairman of that 
organization, George A. Vannosdall, re- 
garded Hitler as ‘‘the greatest man sinee the 
time of Christ,” according to the alithor. 
When Carlson wrote Chief New Moon ander 
another name, posing as a veteran, the Chief 
wrote back inviting Carlson to meet Kister 
and urging him to set up a local post te 
“combat communism.” 


‘One of the Craziest 
of the Racialist Cults.’ 


There’s the flamboyant Protestant War 
Veterans of the United States, headed by 
Edward James Smythe, a rabid denouncer of 
Catholics and Jews who once imported Nazi 
literature and who, Carlson asserts, has been 
a member of the Bund, the Christian Front 
jand the Ku Klux Klan. He was formerly 
under indictment for sedition. The Funda- 
mentalist Christian War Veterans of Amere 
ica, according to Carlson, expends its ener- 
gies in hostility to Catholics, and has been 
heartily indorsed by the Congregational 
Beacon, extreme Fundamentalist monthly 
that subscribes to Gerald Smith's nationalist 
news letter. Maj. J. D. Pinkerton edits the 
Gospel Fundamentalist, extremist magazine 
published in Leesville, La. 

The ultra-nationalistic Federated Full 
Gospel Assemblies of the United States, with 
headquarters in Portland, Oregon, offered 
to ordain Carlson as a minister overnight 
(by mail) for only six dollars. As “Robert 
Thompson Jr.,” Carlson actually joinéd the 
United Israel Fellowship, “one of the 
craziest of the religious and racialist cults,” 
which holds that only the Anglo-Saxons are 
true Israelites, and that the Jews can claim 
no such distinction. 

“Hitler started off with a gang of dis- 
illusioned World War I veterans meeting in 
a beer hall, saying they were fighting only 
for God and country and against Commu- 
nism,”’ Carlson pointedly observes. “They 
scraped together enough pfennigs to buy a 
duplicating machine with which to print 
hate literature. They held street meetings 
because they couldn't afford a hall. 

“They kept their money in a cigar box. 
They were laughed at and ridiculed, They 
were called crackpots and lunatic fringers 
and sometimes clanped—tem porarily—into 
jail. When*the American nationalists are 
called the same things, I cannot forget that 
many smart people laughed in 1921 when 
Hitler talked as the nationalists do now. 
They laughed for 12 years, while he laid 
the groundwork for his revolution. 


Carlson Calls Self 
Middle-of-Road American. 


“Americah nationalism likewise is still in 
the groundwork-laying period. Its hferarchy 
needs a broad base on which to build their 
pyramid of hate. Young, impressionable, 
war-trained men can potentially be stirred 
up into an ugly mood and regimented into 
automatons, Hence the efforts of the nation- 
|alists to woo the veteran. The role reserved 
tor him in the grim projected drama is to 
'do the dirty work—in the name of ‘God and 
country.’ ”’ 

Carlson also has a few unkind words to 
say about American Communists, and he 
takes occasion to reply to nationalists who 
have called him a Red because he has at- 
tacked native fascists. Renouncing any af- 
filiation or sympathy with Communism, the 
Socialist party, the Social-Democratic party, 
or so-called Troskyites, and explaining that 
he is neither a member of the Democratie 
nor Republican parties, he states for the 
record: 

. “On the other hand, I do consider myself 
a voting, fighting, thinking, forward-looking, 
middle-road American.” 

To be fought effectively, says Carlson, 
Communism must be met with the “‘deflation 
method’’—which consists simply of deflating 
Communist arguments by proving that our 
brand of democracy can perform the job 
of making democracy work. Its challenge, 
he states, must be met in terms of employ- 


ment, security, homes and happiness.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

During this tug of war between labor 
and management it seems that the pub- 
lic has forgotten the thousands of peo- 
ple who must stand on the side lines and 
dig down a little deeper or cut a few 
more corners to meet the inflated cost 
of living. I speak of the many thou- 
gands of grocery clerks, filling station 
attendants, drug clerks, bank employes, 
teachers, auto mechanics, etc., one of 
whom I am. 

This large group of workers earn from 
$25 to $50 a week not for working a 36- 
or 40-hour week but a 45- to 60-hour 
week. 

Vacations? Their employers promise 
them, but when the time comes 90 per 
cent don’t get them. Working condi- 
tions? A maximum of work with a 
minimum salary. Bonuses: If you are 
lucky, after serving them for a year on 
Christmas you will get $5 or $10 for 
which you should be grateful, even 
though you knew that you have on days 
netted the employer twice that amount 
ever your daily wage. 

One could go on for hours naming 
such ridiculous acts practiced by small 
employers but I think these are suffi- 
cient to bear out my point. 

These people have no weapon to use 
to correct their grievance. If they find 
‘they can't make $169 pay $200 worth of 
bills incurred in running a family a 
month, they must look for a higher-pay- 
ing job. They have no power to increase 
their earnings. 

Where are the unions? Can't these 
many jobs be put in one local union 
fn the community so that the many 
benefits enjoyed by factory employes can 
be passed on to these thousands? 

Shall we continue to seek new jobs 
where the pay is higher and warking 
eonditions better or will someone guide 
this group to improve its jobs, settle 
down, and fee] secure?

The Big Issue Remains 


For the fact of the coal strike’s end there will 
be cheers around the world, so widespread had 
its devastating influence already become, The 
order of John L. Lewis to the miners to return 
to work tomorrow is the news that the entire 
country and all those elsewhere who are de- 
pendent upon the United States have been wait- 
ing for. 

But gratification at the strike’s end should not 
obscure other considerations. Lewis is still the 
one-man ruler of the union. He can order 400,- 
000 back to the mines only because «he ordered 
them out. There is no guarantee that he will 
stick to what he says now. We have only his 
word. 

And Lewis Is the same megalomaniac—he has 
the same passion for the doing the grandiose 
thing with all eyes on him. He did not call off 
the strike until barely more than a day before 
the President of the United States was sched- 
uled to make an emergency address-to the na- 
tion on all radio networks. He waited until the 
Chief Justice had already been consulted and 
the step had been taken to obtain an almost im- 
mediate review by the Supreme Court of Judge 
Goldsborough’s finding of guilty against Lewis 
and the union in the contempt case. 

What Lewis has now agreed to is no more than 
what he should have agreed to in the first place. 
The miners are to work until March 31 under 
the terms of the contract which the union signed 
with the Federal Government as legal operator 
of the coal mines. This is the contract which 
Lewis declared no longer in force. This is the 
contract whose termination Judge Goldsborough 
ruled an act of contempt. 

Lewis can now put his case for changing the 
present contract before the employer of the min- 
ers—the United States Government. His com- 
plaints can be heard on their merits and ad- 
justments can be miade, if they are in order, in 
acoerdance with the legislative protections which 
labor enjoys. 

This being so, the question 1s inevitable of why 
there was a strike at all? Why the idle coal 
mines at the outset of winter? Why the dimouts 
and restrictions on the use of coal and power? 
Why the closing of plants and unemployment? 
Why the curtailment in production which will be 
passed for months down through the industrial 
process? Why the holdup in the movement of 
food and supplies to those in hunger and dis- 
tress overseas? 

There is no way to repair a large ek of 
the damage which Lewis’s strike has caused. The 


miners may turn out more coal in the next few . 


weeks but they cannot possibly make up what 
is lost. Were all the coal to be dug by magic in 
a minute’s time, the limitation of coal cars and 
other shipping facilities could not be overcome. 

Of the economic consequences of the strike, 
it is enough to say now that far from being 
paid, they cannot even be assessed for months 
to come. 

The great issues of sound public policy re- 
main to be determined. In due time, the Su- 
preme Court should decide whether the Norris- 
LaGuardia Anti-Injunction .Act applies when 
the injunction fs asked by the Federal Govern- 
ment. If the court says the injunction bar lies 
against the Government, then the Norris- 
LaGuardia Act should be amended. For the 
right of the Government to act in the public 
welfare should not be abridged. 

Beyond the narrow issue of the injunction, 
lies the great general issue of dealing with 
strikes in industries which vitally and directly 
affect the public welfare. The nation’s recent 
experience with strikes in the railroad and elec- 
tric utility fields, and now in the coal mines, 
shows that the right to strike cannot be granted 
in such areas in the same unqualified form in 
which it exists elsewhere. 

The only wise mood for the citizen and his 
representatives in Washington is a mood of 
resolution to find the answer. Certainly it is 
not a mood of vindictiveness at Lewis or organ- 
ized labor. The goal must be to find a balance 
between the right of labor to protect its inter- 
ests and the right of government to protect 
the public. There is a middle ground and it 1s 
the job of Congress and of the state legislatures, 
in their respective fields, to find it. 
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A Fig for Baltimore 

George Hawker, secretary of the Maryland 
Brewers’ Association, contehds that the burghers 
of Baltimore drink more beer per capita than 
the people of any other American city. This 
strikes us as a thinly veiled attack upon the 
stein-holders of St. Louis. 

We hope the Missouri Brewers’ Association is 
going to be able to pull a statistic out of the 
keg which will put the Baltimoreans in their 
place—viz., at the foot of the table. But even 
if it can’t, even if it should be provable that 
more beer is drunk by effete Ba''imoreans than 
by the robustious settlers of Lacleco’s Post, the 
case is still perfect. 

It is true, demonstrable, and not to be con- 
travened that St. Louisans—yeoman benders of 
the pretzel, high hefters of the skaal, stout ring- 
ers of the welkin, true sons and daughters of 
Pierre and Auguste, and sojourners one and 
all in the shade of the Anheuser bush—enjoy 
their beer per capita more than the freemen of 
any other city, and we do not skip the Scandi- 
navian.

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Chiang Intransigent 

It would be interesting to know why the 
Associated Press correspondent felt compelled 
to refer to the Chinese Communists’ new peace 
terms as “rigorous” in Friday's dispatch from 
Nanking. Not only are they not rigorous, they 
are so fair and such a complete minimum that 
it would be hard to conceive how less could be 
demanded. 

Two demands are made. The first, that Chiang 
Kai-shek dissolve his phony “National Assem- 
bly,” stacked with his Kuomintang Party and 
utterly unrepresentative, which is in session in 
Nanking, going through the motions of draw- 
ing up a Constitution. The second, that the Gov- 
ernment restore the military situation of last 
Jan. 13. Since that time, Nanking, which was 


supposed to be implementing the terms of peace. 
and democracy agreed upon by the Political 
Consultative Conference that month, has instead 
been engaged in perhaps the most savage of- 
fensive against the Chinese Communists to date, 

If Chiang is unwilling to grant that little— 
and the dispatch from his censorship-ridden cap- 
ital says sources close to him declared “there 
was no possibility the offer would get serious 
consideration” —he is unwilling to go any, part 
of the way for peace and representative govern- 
ment. 


Mr. Baruch on Guard 


In his speech tq the United Nations Atomic 
Energy Commission, Bernard Baruch expressed 
warm appreciation of the concessions thé Rus- 
sian delegates are now granting but made it clear 
that the United States will not relent in its de- 
termination that the enforcement provisions of 
the control plan shall not be subject to the veto. 


We shall not be satisfied (he said) with 
pious protestations lulling the peoples into 
a false sense of security. We aim at an ef- 
fective plan of control and will not accept 
anything less. ... There can be no veto to 
protect willful violators, or to hamper the 
operations of the international authority. 


Mr. Baruch is not the only one on guard. Sen- 
ator Connally yesterday expressed the fear that 
Russia wants to get the atomic treaty without 
taking up the subject of controls until negotia- 
tions reach the Security Council, where “a very 
modern weapon called the veto” could be used. 
Like Mr. Baruch, Senator Connally wants not 
protestations but guaranties that the veto will 
not be used. 

Short of settling the mooted veto issue, the 
Assembly made substantial progress Friday. 
The United States bowed to Britain in agreeing 
that the same controls which are applied to 
atomic weapons shall be applied to other mod- 
ern technological armaments. And Molotov with- 
drew his insistence that atomic weapons should 
be outlawed before a general control plan is 
placed in effect. 

The American and British delegates are now 
in the position of thanking Russia for the lim- 
ited concessions it is making while sternly no- 
tifying it at every turn that no concession is 
really material unless the veto over atomic con- 
trol is outlawed. Eventually Molotov will get the 
point, 
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Biographical Note 
It may be that the expression “English born” 
has some specialized meaning to Ellery Sedgwick

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A Vote on Daylight Saving 

Alderman Daugherty, who introduced a bill to 
repeal the daylight saving ordinance, now favors 
putting the question to a vote in the primary 
election next March. 

Why not? A vote held at the time of the pri- 
mary will cost nothing extra, and nobody can 
quarrel with the result. A cross-section poll 
which the Post-Dispatch sponsored last spring 
showed that 70-odd per cent of those caring 
one way or the other favored daylight saving. 
That poll was carefully and impartially con- 
ducted, but a full election would carry more 
authority. 

Technically the vote would be not a “referen- 
dum” but an “initiative” election. The,City Char- 
ter provides that a referendum putting up to the 
voters an ordinance passed by thet Board of 
Aldermen must be petitioned for within 60 days 
after the time the ordinance becomes law. Such 
a petition requires the names of 2 per cent of 
the registered voters. But an election can be 
initiated at any time upon petition of 5 per cent 
of the voters. 

If 5 per cent of the voters oppose the existing 
ordinance strongly enough to petition for an 
election, let’s have it. 

But let’s not repeal the ordinance when all 
existing evidence, including the mail of the 
Aldermen favoring repeal, shows that it has 
overwhelming popular support. 
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The Army Surgeon General's office says 30 
per cent of the population have had mumps 
without knowing it.

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A Committee for Civil Rights 


President Truman’s appointment of a commit- 
tee of citizens to study and make recommenda- 
tions for legislation to strengthen federal pro- 
tection of civil liberties is an excellent idea. 

The Civil Rights Division of the Justice De- 
partment knows pretty much what it wants and 
has legislation prepared for submission to the 
Eightieth Congress. But the appalling need for 
such legislation is not widely enough realized, 
and this the citizens’ committee created by the 
President can remedy, 

The Constitution, even that part of it called 
the Bill of Rights, is largely negative when it 
comes to protection of the rights of citizens by 
the Federal Government. By and large it only 
protects them from invasion of their rights by 
the federal authority, and that is not enough. 
Mr. Truman’s committee has a large job cut out 
for it to make that shocking fact known to 
enough Americans to insure legislative action.

Kollwitz and Grosz

A LITTLE YES AND A BiG NO: THE AUTOBIOG- 
RAPHY OF GEORGE GROSZ. (Dial Press, New York.) 


Two important artists came out of mod- 
ern Germany, quite different from each 
other and certainly different from the so- 
ciety which produced them, the motherly 
Kaethe Kollwitz and the incisive, bitter, 
biting George Grosz. 

St. Louisans who saw the prints and 
drawings of Kaethe Kollwitz at the Art 
Museum in Forest Park last summer will 
recall their graphic power, tragic overtones 
and deep human sympathy. Born in 
Koenigsberg, East Prussia, in 1867, she was 
reared in an atmosphere which was at the 
same time intensely religious and revolu- 
tionary in thought. Her grandfather, an 
ordained Lutheran minister, had been ex- 
pelled from the state church and founded 
the Free Religious Congregation. Kaethe 
(Schmidt) Kollwitz has been called a '48er 
who stayed in the old country. 

In 1891 she married Dr. Karl Kollwitz, 
who practiced a form of socialized medicine 
in a workingmen’s district of Berlin and 
who shared his wife’s dedication to social 
service. She served faithfully until her 
death at the age of 78, April 22, 1945. 

Kaethe Kollwitz’s; deep emotions were 
balanced by painstaking craftsmanship and 
her talent and character are evident in the 
unswerving devotion to the neglected and 
the underprivileged, Her worth was recog- 
nized by artists in her own country and 
abroad, but “official” recognition was de- 
nied her. Perhaps that in the long run 
was a distinction greater than the Kaiser 
or Hitler had the power to grant her.

not suffer because the Kaiser vetoed the 
gold medal awarded the series of etchings 
by a jury of artists in 1898, nor does her 
expulsion from the Berlin Academy by 
Hitler in 1933 detract from her stature, This 
handsome volume of 72 reproductions, with 
an introduction by Carl Zigrosser, curator 
of prints at Philadelphia Museum of Art, 
is an interesting sidelight on “official” and 
ultimate values, 

The still unfinished story of George Grosz 
is told in his autobiography, “A Little Yes 
and a Big No.” Some 25 or 30 years younger 
than Kollwitz, Grosz spent his boyhood in 
Stolp, Pomerania, near the Baltic. Perhaps 
the tempo of the times leading to World 
War I as well as his personal outlook 
tended to produce a product different from 
that which the earlier period inspired in 
the motherly Kollwitz. 

In his frank story of his life Grosz is in 
his early period hard-boiled, ambitious and 
contemptuous of the masses, Despite his 
personal resentment of Prussianism even in 
his earliest school days he has this to say 
of humanity in the mass in contrast to the 
Kollwitz outlook: “I did not see much good 
in people. As a matter of fact, when I 
was in a bad mood I despised all humanity.” 
And later on, “Hitler served to confirm my 
contempt for the masses as a herd of docile 
sheep directed by the will of the shepherd, 
with a perverted pleasure in choosing their 
own butcher.” 

All this is part of the early Grosz, for 
later he confesses a love for American illus- 
tration in its most sugary form. For the 
art student it must not be overlooked that 
for both Kollwitz and. Grosz there were 
long periods of study and constant hard 
work in developing their art and craftsman- 
ship. In neither case was genius some- 
thing that blossomed overnight with no 
effort—it never is. 

But the interesting thing about Grosz is 
his two careers. In his first and most fa- 
mous phase, around World War 1 and after, 
his drawings, unique in composition and 
technique, are the most scathing expose 
of the mean, lecherous, cruel, beastly 
creatures who, in the mass, eventually 
brought Hitler and his Brown Shirts to 
power, It was a period of defeat, profiteer- 
ing, meanness and weak leadership, for an 
aggressive people accustomed to orders and

Always ambitious to become a great 
painter, in leaving pre-Nazi Germany, he 
left behind him the atmosphere and subject 
matter which not only inspired but might 
be said to have irritated him into what he 
refers to as his caricature career. The 
freer air of America seemed to banish from 
his system the poisonous gases generate? 
in the old world and with them went the 
poisonous drawings which probed deeply 
into the thick Nazi hide. 

It was no path of roses in the new world 
for a man at the peak of a great career in 
his own country ahd abroad to start anew 
in New York. But the hard work and sin- 
cere effort which made one great career 
has served to launch him on a new and dif- 
ferent career as a painter-artist. 

In addition to some 40 full-page fllus- 
trations the autobiography has numerous 
line drawings, In book illustration paint- 
ings in full color suffer more than life 
drawings, but the reader can get some im- 
pression of Grosz’s later work. If his paint- 
ings attain the unique distinction of his 
earlier drawings, Grosz will have had two 
lives and two great careers.

The same situation exists in 
Koren.

Since it never oc- 
curs to the Japanese to look right 
or left when they cross @ street, 
end they habitually walk in the 
road rather than on sidewalks, 
this causes many accidents.

I have just completed my own 
personal poll of townsfolk and 
farmers representing a cross-sec- 
tion of this Magyar minority and 
that is my conclusion. 

Indeed, by and large, Hungar- 
fans now living under the Czech 
republican government seem quite 
satisfied with the treatment ac- 
corded them. 

In my travels I have inter- 
viewed Slovaks, who though as a 
people fear the Hungarians and 
want to rid the country of them 
as a possibly troublesome minor- 
ity, individually seem only to want 
to send away those who made 
trouble during occupation days. I 
have also interviewed scores of 
their Hungarian neighbors. Both 
peoples expressed themselves free- 
ly in their mother tongues.

PRAGUE. 


O see the vast difference between a land inside the “Iron Curtain” 
and a country outside of it, just come from Budapest to Prague. 
Some 70,000 Soviet soldiers still remain in Hungary. There are 


no Russian troops posted in Czechoslovakia; the last of these were 


withdrawn more than one year ago. 


But this is perhaps one of the 


least important of many striking contrasts between the present status 


of the Magyars and the Czechs, 


In Hungary, a Russian-domi- 
nated Allied Control Commission 
exercises very considerable direct 
or indirect influence upon the 
Budapest government. In Czecho- 
slovakia there is no such body 
through which Soviet pressures 
could be brought. 

The four largest Hungarian eco- 
nomic assets (oil, bauxite, Danu- 
bian shipping and commercial 
aviation) are half-owned and:con- 
trolled by the Russians. On the 
contrary, although the Czechs 
have nationalized 60 per cent of 
their industries, all of these fac- 
tories and firms are completely 
controlled and operated by Czechs. 
Outside of the state-owned indus- 
tries private property remains in- 
tact. 

The Hungarian press is neither 
outrightly “free” in our sense, 
nor is it absolutely muzzled. It 
merely recognizes that it has to 
talk softly or “pipe down” on any- 
thing that would be too hotly criti- 
cal of the Hungarian Communists 
who are in a position to bring 
about sharp retaliatory measures 
from the government. So the 
Hungarian press of the opposition 
parties can rarely afford to be 
outspoken; or publish all that it 
would like to publish. In Czecho- 
slovakia the non-Communist 
newspapers crack back at the 
Communists day in and day out. 

Czech Politics. 


With only 17 per cent of the 
seats in the Budapest govern- 
ment, the Hungarian Commu- 
nists have a more decisive in- 
fluence on government § decis- 
jons than the Small Landholders 
party, which has 57 per cent of 
the seats. But in Prague it’s an- 
other story. In last May’s elec- 
tions the Czech Communists won 
40 per cent of the votes in Bo- 
hemia and Moravia; over 26 per 
cent in Slovakia. As-a result the 
Communists hold seven cabinet 
portfolios out of nineteen. Nev- 
ertheless, the Czech Communists, 
unlike those in Hungary, do not 
exercise a disproportionate influ- 
ence in the Prague government. 
The Czech non-Communist parties 
are all vigorous and aggressive; 
and some of them are reportedly 
growing in strength. This is 
not true of the non-Communist 
Hungarian parties. 

These facts are sufficient to in- 
dicate that political and civilian 
liberties remain utterly unre 
strained in Czechoslovakia. “t has 
no more of an “iron curtain” than 
Sweden or Belgium—or New York 
state, for that matter. This re- 
mains a land of strongly demo- 
cratic instincts and Joyalties. Con- 
sequently a great many Czechs 
strongly resent being called “Reds” 
or “Red Czechs” by ill-informed 
foreigners. They are extremely 
liberal. All of their important 
parties championed the main as- 
pects of state ownership of the 
larger and medium-sized indus- 
tries. This means that all, includ- 
ing the Catholic-led People’s Par- 
ty, are socialistic to a consider- 
able degree. But the rhajority of 
the Czechs are moderate leftists— 
firmly anti-Communist and just as 
staunch practitioners of democ- 
racy in its western tradition, 


Striking Difference. 
But when you come from Buda- 


appears too justified to far too 
many Magyar citizens. 

In Czechoslovakia, on the other 
hand, the native Communist lead- 
ers (with one or two exceptions) 
have won a surprising amount of 
respect from supporters of the 
other parties. I have not met a 
single Czech, even among the high- 
ly numerous Catholics, who has ac- 
cused their outstanding Commu- 
nists of being “stooges” of Mos- 
cow. Klement Gottwald, the Com- 
munist Premier, is widely respect- 
ed and generally described as a 
patriotic Czech. Gottwald is re- 
garded as an able, honest and 
level-headed man; and his leader- 
ship dominates most of his party. 

Police Control Criticized, 

In their new strength of Com- 
munists have made plenty of bad 
appointments as well as_ good. 
Their control of the police is also 
much criticized. Many of the 
Communist executives (as well as 
those of other parties) in the na- 
tionalized industries have proved 
inefficient; and some have been 
corrupt. Incidentally, the serious- 
ly lowered reliability and honésty 
of average citizens in every Euro- 
pean country I have visited is one 
of the emphatic but depressing by- 
products of Nazi occupation and 
the war. 

Aside from these factors, how- 
ever, the Czech Communist leader- 
ship is nemarkably patriotic an: 
largely independent, compared 
with Hungary. Most of these lead- 
ers are described as “good Czech’ 
first and Communists second,” Be- 
yond this their party. is compelled 
to function under steady demo- 
cratic opposition from the other 
parties in the coalition govern- 
ment. The firebrand left-wing of 
the Czech Communists clamors for 
uncompromisingly Marxist solu- 
tions for everything, but this wing 
is decidedly in the minority, More- 
over, none of the ablest party 
leaders is in this group. Here 
the real Communist leaders be- 
lieve and practice co-operation 
(within limits reasonable to them) 
with the non-Marxist parties—for 
the welfare and restoration of 
Czechoslovakia, 


Synthesis of East and West. 


What results from this unusual 
sNuation is worthy of considerable 
thought on our side of the ocean. 
Czechoslovakia is the land of “in 
between.” It is not merely “in 
between” the Soviet Union and the 
West. It is “in between” the So- 
viet system and western capital- 
ism in the socialistic economy 
which it is building. The Czechs 
are trying to make a marriage of 
convenience between an outright 
state socialism and individual free 
enterprise. They have inaugurated 
much more state ownership than 
Sweden has long possessed. But 
this, too, is an effort at reaching 
a synthesis. Like Sweden, the 
Czechs are plowing to create a 
new middle ground, What is tre- 
mendously important to be under- 
stood is this. Free Czechs, with 
free voices, are Making this vital 
experiment through the processes 
of genuine democracy and by their 
own overwhelming choice. 

For a small nation, disrupted 
and impoverished by occupation 
and war, to attempt to nationalize 
60 per cent of its industry before

Report to Congress.

This re- 
port is then to be passed on to a 
new Joint Committee on the Eco- 
nomic Keport, which on Feb, 1 
will in turn report back on it to 
Congress. 


Presumably, the Council's report 
Dec. 16 will be the basis of the 
President's report to Congress the 
first week in January. 


The act is social legislation of 
the type which Henry A. Wallace 
has recommended in such writing 
as his book “Sixty Million Jobs,” 
in which he advocated “democratic 
planning to preserve our free en- 
terprise system and our free way 
of life.” 


Not all economists believe that 
economic trends can be forecast 
successfully enough to be of large 
practical benefit. When the act 
was before Congress many busi- 
nessmen contended that govern- 
ment attempts to control the na- 
tional economy serve only to con- 
fuse and alarm business and in- 
dustry and discourage free enter- 
prise. - 

“It is duvious that you can di- 
rect your economy by a statistical 
device like that (the Employment 
act),” said one of the Government's 
most prominent writers on eco- 
nomic affairs.

What It Could Recommend. 


The Council could recommend 
legislative action or it could ad.

Legislation extending govern- 
ment controls unnecessarily would 
not be in keeping with the spirit 
of the act, according to some of 
these economists, They point out 
that, when Dr. Nourse accepted 
his appointment, he emphasized 
that the act must be carried out, 
in its own words, “in a manner 
calculated to foster and promote 
free competitive enterprise.” 


As to what the Council could 
recommend to alter economic 
trends, besides manipulation of 
price, production, credit, export 
and other controls, the economists 
Suggest tax legislation and paying 
off the principal of the federal 
debt as possible alternatives.

NEW kind of emotional train- 
Aire to prevent children from 
developing mental! illnesses is 
being tested in 26 Delaware 

schools with promising results. 

It mark# one of the first solid 
steps in preventive mental hygiene 
~—a “medicine” to keep persons 
emotionally healthy. 

The experiment is simple, and 
fun for the youngsters, It consists 
of a weekly class in human rela- 
tions and emotions given in the 
7th and &th grades at the age 
when children are maturing rapid- 
ly. Each lesson gtarts with story 
telling involving different emo- 
tional problems and personality 
traits. Then the pupils in informal 
discussion analyze the emotions 
and their causes. They also tell of 
their own similar experiences, 
thereby often bringing into the 
open happenings which had wor- 
ried them. } 

The idea was started by Dr. M. 
A. Tarumianz, direttor of the Del- 
aware State Hospital, and is spon- 
sored by the Delaware State So- 
ciety for Mental Hygiene under 
direction of H. Edmund Bullis, 
executive director, and Miss Emily 
O'Malley.

show the same percentage even 
in the first or second grades.

The 
success was due to substituting in 
the battery methylamine hydro- 
chloride for ammonium chloride. 
A small amount of the latter was 
retained because it prolonged the 
shelf life of dry cells. 


New Senators 


Experienced in 
Public Life 


Governors, 4 Come 
Directly From Ex- 
ecutive Posts.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 (AP) 

HE Senate conVening Jan. 3 

will have the largest group of 

new members in modern politi- 
cal history, but many of them 
have had unusually extensive ex- 
perience in national or state 
politics. 


There will be 22 new Senators as 
a result of this year’s big turn- 
over in 32 senatorial contests. 
Seven will be former governors, 
four of them stepping directly 
from the governorship to the 
Senate. 

Three new Senators have had 
considerable service in the House. 
Another is a former senator re- 
turning after a stretch in military 
service, Several are veterans in 
state legislative work. 

The governors going directly to 
the Senate are Republicans Ray- 
mond E. Baldwin of Connecticut, 
Edward J. Thye of Minnesota, and 
Edward Martin of Pennsylvania, 
and Democrat Herbert R. O’Conor 
of Maryland. The other former 
governors are Democrats J. How- 
ard McGrath of Rhode Island and 
Spessard L. Holland of Florida, 
and Républican John W. Bricker 
of Ohio. 

Bricker, vice presidential candi- 
date in 1944 and prominently men- 
tioned as a 1948 presidential nomi- 
nation possibility, is probably the 
most widely known .of the new 
Senators, Youngest of the new- 
comers is Joseph R. McCarthy, 
Wisconsin Republican, 37 years 
old, who succeeds the veteran 
Progressive, Robert M. La Follette. 
Oldest is Pennsylvania’s Martin, 
aged 67, 

Former Whip in House, 

Moving across Capitol Hill from 
the House to the Senate will be 
A. W. Robertson of Virginia and 
John J. Sparkman of Alabama 
(Dem.), and Henry C. Dworshak 
of Idaho (Rep.). Robertson, with 
14 years’ service in the House, is 
a tax legislation expert. Spark- 
man, in the House 10 years, has 
been Democratie whip. Dworshak, 
eight years in the House, has 
been a member of the Appropria- 
tions Committee. 

Also familiar with the Washing- 
ton political scene is Henry Cabot 
Lodge Jr. (Rep.) of Massachu- 
setts. He resigned from the Senate 
in 1944 to enter the Army. In the 
recent election he defeated the 
veteran David Walsh. Lodge was 
first elected to the Senate in 1936 
and was re-elected in 1942, 

The background of the other 
new Senators represents a wide 
diversity of business and political 
experience. From Vermont comes 
Republican Ralph E. Flanders, in- 
dustrialist and economics expert, 
who has served on several busi- 
ness advisory committees for the 
government. 

Zales N. Ecton, Montana’s 
first Republican Senator since 
1912, works his 1000-acre wheat 
farm with the help of one hired 
man. Ecton, who carries a bag 
of cigaret “makings” in a shirt 
pocket, has served several terms 
as a representative and as a 
senator in the state legislature.

Girl Scouts 
Make Plans 


For Festival 


Project Started 24 Years 
Ago to Benefit Children 


in 50 Orphanages and 
Day Nurseries,

ORDS and Ladies Bountiful 


—generous schoo) girls, 

housewives with leisure, and 
business men with flexible check- 
books—are combining to make 
what promises to be the best 
Christmas ever for children in 
50 St. Louis orphanages and day 
nurseries. And all by way of the 
Girl Scouts. 


The story begins in 1922, when 
the Children’s Aid Society, des- 
perate for toys to give children 
under their jurisdiction, ap 
pealed to Girl Scout Troop 10 
to provide a few dolls. From 
this small beginning, under the 
guidance and inspiration of Mrs. 
William Scarlett, wife of the 
Rt. Rev. Mr. Scarlett, Bishop of 
the Episcopal Diocese of Mis- 
sourl, was born the idea of an 
annual Girl Scout Festival. 

The project has grown like a 
snowball rolling full tilt down 
a mountainside. In 24 years it 
has developed from one troop 
giving to one welfare agency, to 
600 troops, totaling 11,000 Scouts, 
giving 10,000 gifts to the 50 
agencies in need, 

The festival, now being planned 
by the staff and volunteers of 
Girl Scouts in St. Louis and St. 
Louis county, will take place 
next Sunday afternoon in Kiel 
Auditorium. Three thousand 
uniformed Scouts, including the 
handicapped, will march behind 
flags through the aisles of Con- 
vention Hall to lay their offer- 
ings on packing tables, Whether 
the toys end in clean, well-kept 
nurseries or rat-infested rooms 
in the slums doesn’t matter. 
The fact that under-privileged 
and sometimes unwanted babies 
will benefit by the gesture is all 
that counts,

These 
groups are now sending regu- 
larly shipments of work materi- 
als, clothing, food, medicine and 
other necessities to more than 
150 children’s groups in Europe.

Winter visitors to Mexico are) 
always impressed by Oaxaca, pro- 
nounced (Wah-Ha-Ka), a progres- 
sive Mexican community of 60,000 
which still follows the colorful tra- 


ditions and customs of yesterday. 

The setting of Oaxaca is im- 
pressive and unique, Cobblestoned 
streets framed with massive low 
Spanish-Moorish houses. Churches 
and monasteries adorned with 
sculpture and ancient paintings 
draw thousands annually. The 
peon with his inevitable burro and 
the ox-cart get preference over 
the automobile.

FARM UNITS DECREASE 
WILE AGREAGE GROWS 


SWEDEN, NORWAY JUIN 
IN NEUTRALITY REVIEW 


Average Size in This a) 
Rises but Number Drops 
6 Per Cent. 


Farms in St. Louis and eight 
counties surrounding it decreased 
in number by more than 6 per 
cent during the war years, al- 
though total acreage in farming 
actually increased slightly, it was 


yesterday by Frank X. Meehan, 
St. Louis regional director for the 
Department of Commerce, 


With the edrop in the number 
of farms—from 18,122 in 1940 to 
16,986 in 1945—the average size of 
farms increased in similar propor- 
tion, for 112.2 to 120.4 acres, Acre- 
age in farm land rose from 2,- 
037,578 to 2,044,667 in the same 
period. Deorease in number of 
farms was attributed by Meehan 
to departure of many farmers to 
the armed forces and to war in- 
dustries, 

In St. Louis the acreage in 
farms dropped from 893 to 847 in 
the five-year period, with the 
number of farms dropping sharp- 
ly from 83 to 56 and their average 
size rising from 10.8 to 15.1 acres. 
Individual farmers in St. Louis 
county dropped in number from 
3259 to 2877, with acreage rising 
from 170,738 to 171,727 and aver- 
age farm size from 52.4 to 59.7 
acres. 

Six other counties—St. Charles 
and Jefferson in Missouri and 
St. Clair, Madison, Calhoun and 
Jersey in Illinois — all showed 
decreases in numbef of farms and 
corresponding increases in aver- 
age size. The eighth county, Mon- 
roe, Illinois, showed an increase 
in the number of farms, from 
1403 to 1471, and a decrease in 
average size, from 153.7 to 149.3 
acres, 

The sutdy was based on ad- 
vance releases from the 1945 Cen- 
sus of Agriculture. 


SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA NOW 
GOING INTO WINTER SEASON 


The brighter shade of green 
which marks the coming of win- 
ter is tingling Southern California. 
There is no white of snow ex- 
cept on peaks which have been 
capped for some weeks now. 
Palms and pepper trees keep their 
foliage. Flowers bloom. 

In the San Diego County area, 
vast country of contrasts reaching 
down to Old . Mexico, winter's 
green comes first to the mountains 
of what is called the “Back Coun- 
try.” 

This is a scenic inland area, 
traversed by excellent highways, 
so clear of air that it was chosen 
as site for the new world’s biggest 
200-inch telescope, which visitors 
can now see being installed at 
Mt. Palomar. 
Much of the “Back Country” 
is also Indian Country, and such 
names as “Black Hawk” are seen 
on mail boxes. Old Pala Mission, 
built of adobe bricks in the Span- 
ish days, still serves the Indians. 
They bury their dead in layers, 
one atop another, in family graves 
of the Pala yard. Visitors are 
welcomed at Pala. 

San Diego is the visitors’ “jump- 
ing-off” point for the Border 
Country. Only 16 miles south, 
through the International Gate 
which never closes, is the Mexican 
city of Tijuana. Bazaars feature 
leather and silver work. There 
are weekly horse races. It’s an 
interesting 69-mile drive, past Mex- 
ican natives’ little adobes and 
milpas, to the coastal city of 
Ensenada 

A uniqd event of the winter in 
San Diego is the New Year's Day 
Splash. On January ist, members 
of the San Diego Rowing Club 
gather on the bayside, as they 
have every year since 1896, and 
at 12 noon, jump in for a swim,

OSLO—The first of a series of 
official “white papers” giving the 
background of Sweden’s neutral- 
ity policy will be published simul- 
taneously in Stockholm and Oslo 
in December.

Social Planning Council 


Research Bureau Says 
Alternative Is Reduced 
Service. 


Hospitals, institutions and other 
social agencies must pay more 
wages or face reductions in ser- 


vice, it was asserted yesterday in 
the report of a survey by the Re- 
search Bureau of the Social Plan- 
ning Council. Among the lowest 
paid personnel in St. Louis are 
workers for welfare agencies, the 
report stated. 

Requested by a sub-committee 
of the Greater St. Louis Com- 
munity Chest Central Budget and 
Policy Committee, the salary sur- 
vey was designed to provide in- 
formation concerning prevailing 
wage conditions in the area. It 
also was intended to furnish a 
guide for contemplated adjust- 
ments toward reasonable salaries 
and satisfactory working condi- 
tions. 

As a comparisom the survey re- 
ported that 74 per cent of health 
and welfare employes receive less 
than $2000 a year, while only 24 
per cent of the workers in repre- 
sentative private business receive 
less than $2000. Only 2% per cent 
of the employes in the _ social 
agencies earn $3600 a year or more 
as compared with 13.9 per cent of 
private business employes in simi- 
lar wage . brackets, 
showed. 

When agency salaries are ex- 
pressed in terms of a 40-hour 
week, 80.4 per cent receive less 
than $2000 a year, the survey add- 
ed in stressing that almost two- 
thirds of the health and welfare 
employes work more than 40 hours 
a week and slightly more than 
half work 48 or more hours a 
week. 

Salary inequities are more ap- 
parent in Community Chest agen- 
cies, the survey indicated, with 
one third of the personne] receiv- 
‘ing less than $100 a month, in- 
cluding allowances for board, room 
and laundry. The average month- 
ly wage in Community Chest agen- 
cies was found to be $133 as com-

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@ JOE'S NOT KIDDING ABOUT following the horses. He's 
‘been betting the nags since he was able to earn a nickel, 
learned reading from a racing form, arithmetic from a scratch 
sheet and writing from jotting down the names of galloping 
giuepots given him by friends with inside tips on the winners. 
In fact, Joe has been devoted to the ponies for so long that 
he gave his friends quite a shock when he got married, for 
the first time, six months ago, to movie starlet Martha Stew- 
art. They swore that Joe would never be able to get his nose 
out of a form sheet long emough to notice a dame. “There’s 
only one thing that troubles me,” says the new Mrs. Lewis, 
“and that is when we sit down to dinner at the Copa or Toots 
Shor’s or someplace, why must every waiter in the place come 
over and whisper hot tips to Joe? I feel like I'm in a stable.” 
In all of Joe's twenty-odd ‘years in show business, there was 
only one time when he had to lay off playing the ponies. And 
that was through no fault of his own.

The cut almost severed his 
vocal cords and doctors told him he was a cooked pigeon as 
far as earning his living as a nightclub clown, But Joe needed 
money for the ponies and before too long he was back in the 
groove and knocking the cash customers cold on Broadway. 
During this last war, Joe put on his own show in the 
Pacific. He took along a motion picture to show to the boys, 
also giving them an hour or so of his gags and songs, and 
spent three months in New Guinea, Caledonia and the Fiji 
Islands, “I took along two cases of Scotch. While it lasted, 
I was a bigger man in the Pacific than MacArthur,” Joe

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Joe is full of bright sayings like: “There’s one good 
thing about the future—it never lasts,” “It’s a funny 
thing about reincarnation—that Bismarck should come 
back as a herring,” or “Rich or poor, it’s nice to have 
money.” Occasionally, he has tried his talents in mu- 
sical comedy. “But the seats were bad in all the houses 
we played,” he says. “They faced the stage.”

Y now Hodding Carter should 

be on his way out of the Delta, 

headed for the hills, Theodore 
G, Bilbo, running for re-election 
to the United States Senate, under- 
took to chase him out of Missis- 
sippi and predicted that presently 
Carter would be in full flight in a 
“skun” and undone condition, Car- 
ter, however, is still here, un- 
skinned and unterrified, and is not 
making any plans to leave. 

One who comes to Greenville in- 
quiring where Hodding Carter may 
be found is directed to the lower 
end of Main street where, close to 
the levee, sits four-square the 
home of the Delta Democrat- 
Times. There, above the desk of 
Hodding. Carter, hangs a framed 
copy of the Bill of Rights, which, 
as you will recall, has something 
to say about freedom of speech 
and of the press. That is where 
Carter takes his stand. That is 
why he is still here. 

As he looks at it, Mississippi, 
with The Man Bilbo back in the 
Senate for another stretch of six 
years (unless they put him out), 
is more in need of free speech and 
a free press than ever before. He 
is not one to go away when he is 
needed most. So from the lower 
end of Main street the voice of 
Hodding Carter is heard, hearten- 
ing the Mississippians who hope 
for better days. 

There is promise for the better 
Mississippians who hope for those 
better days. Better than promise, 
says Carter, for he sees the dawn 
of a new day breaking over the 
Delta and over all the South. Slowly 
breaking yes, but surely, for it was 
ever the way of the dawn of 
change to slowly come. Assured, 
he chides his Southern country- 
men for only hoping and bids them 
look about and see what has been 
wrought. There is free speech and 
a free press as there hasn’t been 
before. Bigotry is shamed and tol- 
erance is taking root. Ameliora- 
tion is coming this way. 

Amelioration is the word that 
Carter likes best for the thing 
that is coming this way—lessen- 
ing of race tensions, betterment 
of economic conditions, growth in 
understanding and germination of 
good-will. These things do not 
come overnight. 


Carter counsels patience, For 
himself he has all that he needs, 
for he has seen the leavening in 
the measures of meal. 


“Mississippi is changing,” he 
says; “the South is changing. If 
it were not so I would not want 
to stay. I am staying in Missis- 
sippi because I believe in it, be- 
cause I believe in the South.” 


That is why, when Bilbo called 
Carter a communistic, Negro-lov- 
ing soand-so and predicted that 
he would soon be in flight, sug- 
gesting not too subtly that public 
aid in his flight would not be 
amiss, defiance came from behind 


the Greenville levee where Carter, 


sat and wrote under the sanction 
of the Bill ef Rights.

S to who this Hodding Carter 
Ais there are exhibits on the 

walls of his well-appointed 
office, placed there with proper 
pride by the still youthful man 
who has won honors that older 
men might covet. There is the 
Pulitzer prize that was awarded 
to him for the best editorial in 
1945; a Nieman Fellowship Certifi- 
cate under which he added to his 
scholarship, and a War Depart- 
ment citation for services in 
World War II. Also there are fly- 
ing ducks that could be merely 
decorative, but could also be sym- 
bols of a soaring spirit, though it 
would embarrass the man very 
much to have anybody say s0, 


Apart from the handwriting on 
the wall, Carter can be identified 
as an author whose novel, “Winds 
of Fear,” dealing with the peren- 
nial lynching problem, has had its 
fifth printing and has gone into 
eight foreign languages, and who 
is now researching under a Gug- 
genheim Fellowship for another 
novel to be based on the history 
of West Florida. Through the na- 
tional] magazines he has spoken, 
most recently with his “Chip on 
Our Shoulder Down South” in the 
Saturday Evening Post. Day by 
day he speaks from the Delta 
Democrat-Times and his other pa- 
per, the Greenwood Star, and 
week by week he hastens hither 
and yon talking to audiences on 
race relations, audiences, he says, 
that take it better than you would

think, especially young people and 
women. 

At the age of 39, Carter is 
sitting on the top of his little 
world, which is getting bigger all 
the time, He had to fight his way 
up, but he wouldn’t have had it 
any other way. Not boastfully, for 
his folks were well-to-do, he says 
he was born on a Louisiana 
strawberry farm and stayed there 
until he was ready for college. 
At Bowdoin he took his B.A, At 
Columbia he took journalism and 
graduate work in literature. Tu- 
lane gave him his Master’s in 
1929 and from there he stepped 
out into the world at $12.50 a 
week on the New Orleans Item. 
The United Press took him on at 
$30 a week, but after a year and 
a half he had a run-in with the 
boss, punched his face and quit. 
With the Associated Press he did 
something that he had been told 
not to do and was fired for in- 
subordination, 

That was tough because he had 
married Betty Werlein six months 
before and thereby had incurred 
certain responsibilities. He and 
Betty had $367 between them. 
What to do? They started a little 
tabloid in Hammond, La, They 
fought Huey Long and he fought 
back, 

Senator Bilbo would have it 
that Long ran them out of Loui- 
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siana, but the calendar is against 
him, for it was five months after 
the Kingfish was killed when they 
sold out for $16,000 and came here 
and bought the Delta Star, Betty 
helped Hodding build it up. 

“Betty’s a damn good news- 
paper man,” he says. “People who 
don’t like me like her.” 

In a year and 10 months, they 
licked the opposition paper, the 
Democrat-Times, and absorbed it, 
giving to the merged papers the 
name of Delta Democrat-Times. 
In 1938, after Munich, expecting 
war, Carter signed up with the 
National Guard Artillery and rose 
to corporal. The war came, sure 
enough, and he was in it four 
years and 10 months, launched 
Yank and the Stars and Stripes 
in the Middle East, running both, 
and ended up as a major, coming 
back without his right eye which 
was lost in training practice.

lery in the cliff-like face of Pa- 
lazzo Venezia and look across the 
broad Piazza Italico and see what 
they're doing in the ancient Tra- 
jan forum, alongside the Church 
of Santa Maria de Loreto. A mob 
of bricklayers is busy there, tak- 
ing down the thick brick walls 
which Mussolini caused to be 
erected around the eighteen-cen- 
turies-old Trajan column. The idea 
at the time was to protect this 
venerable rock from the ravages 
of war.

trains have already stopped run- 
ning on time and probably by the 
time the next Italian strong man 


arises, that sad old bum, Benito, 


will be entirely forgotten. 

Like most towns everywhere, 
Rome is a city offering occasional 
startling and bitter contrasts. If 
you've got money, you can eat as 
well as anywhere in the world and 
better than most. 

Take, for example, the opulent 
Fragiano Ristorante in the square 


behind the corkscrew column of

Things Few People AQ Look at a Southern Liberal 


Tolerance, Sees New Day Dawning Below Mason-Dixon Line 


That is the purpose the Honor 
Roll was intended to serve, and 
the only purpose. It is a small 
enough thing to do. We are 
ashamed of the spirit which seem- 
ingly has prevailed against it. 

“ .. We cannot tell what is in 
the minds of Negroes of this com- 
munity. But we can hazard a 
guess. We can hear them, in baf- 
flement and humiliation, ask 
these things: ‘We are told that we 
must earn a better place in the 
sun, and that the things we do for 
our community will be the gauge 
of our worth, Our people were 
selected for service, as the rest 
were selected. They wore the uni- 
form, Must they be denied even 
this recognition?’ 

“And then we might ask our- 
selves this: How in God’s name 
can the Negroes be encouraged to 
be good citizens, to feel that they 
can get a fair break, to believe 
that here in the South they will 
some day win those things that 
are rightfully theirs — decent 
housing, better educational facili- 
ties, equal pay for equal work, a 
lifting of health standards and all 
the other milestones along an 
obstacle-filled road—if we deny 
them so small a thing as joint 
service recognition?”

O wrote Carter, Louisiana born, 

Mississippian by second choice, 

in the year of grace 1945, and 
the Delta heavens didn’t fall. The 
Honor Roll stood bare but the man 
who had written thus went his 
way unharmed and his paper 
came out unhindered. There were 
men, not necessarily evil men, who 
shook their heads, in doubt 
whether the words should have 
been written, but they bowed to 
the Bill of Rights. Verily there’s a 
change coming over the South. 

Finally, this Hodding Carter is, 
“for lack of a less misused defini- 
tion,” a Southern Liberal. He is 
aware, as he says, that a Southern- 
er has a hard time measuring up 
to what passes for a liberal up 
north, nothwithstanding that Bilbo 
calls him a Yankeefied Communist 
and others, more regional, have 
classified him variously as a 
damned Republican, a radical New 
Dealer, a moderate, a liberal and a 
standpatter. 

From all this it might be sup- 
posed that Carter is all things to 
all men, which is exactly what he 
is not, It is simply that men of 
different minds, looking at a 
many-sided man, trying to make 
him out, come up with a different 
answer, naming him after one of 
his parts instead of after the sum 
total of his parts. It is the case of 
the blind men and the elephant 
over again, 

Here in Greenville, Carter is 
rated as the sum total of all his 
parts and, surprisingly, is accepted 
for what he is. Surprisingly, be- 
cause he is different from what, in 
these parts, a Mississippian is 
expected to be. Or what, at least, 
a Mississippian was expected to be 
before Carter came. Now the pat- 
tern is not the same. Carter has 
changed it. 


No knight in shining armor is 
Hodding Carter, no_ tortured 
zealot in a hair shirt, no hell rais- 
er, no crackpot. What Bilbo says 
about him is a true picture of 
everything that he is not. He is 
an honest, earnest man. He looks 
the world (including the South) 
in the face and is unafraid. 

“I like fights,” he says, “and I 
have lots of them. I don’t care 
what some people think of me. I 
care a great deal about what 
others do. My friend Will Percy 
once said to me: ‘America can be 
what the sum total of the efforts 
of men of goodwill in every little 
town can make it.’ That's a good 
idea. I am trying to do my little 
part in my little town and having 
a lot of fun doing it.” 


Carter is most lyrical with The 
Man Bilbo as his theme, as he 
was when he came up with an 
antiphonal blast after Bilbo had 
narrated around that he had been 
run out of Louisiana. He made 
the point that Huey Long, no mat- 
ter how good he might have been 
at running people out of Louisiana, 
could scarcely have done much 
after he was dead. 


“Meanwhile,” he lilted, “we 
solace ourselves with a comfort- 
ing contempt for a jaundiced old 
man who makes his living and ex- 
tends his public career with hate 
and slander as his tools. That 
contempt is a lasting thing. It 
will endure to and beyond that 
hoped-for and not distant day 
when, through the providential 
laws of nature, hell shall have 
gained a noisome adornment and 
Satan a congenial ally. And, God 
willing, we'll still be living, when 
that time comes, where we 
damned well please.”

PENDING four hours in the 
§ presence of the same opera 

may not be the American ideal 
of an evening’s pleasure, but there 
is obviously no dearth of interest 
in operatic excerpts. Little pieces 
of opera are constantly being 
dealt out to the public through 
both radio and the records; for 
that matter the reasonably -com- 
plete recorded performance of an 
entire opera is not unknown, as 
one easily finds out when paging 
through either the Victor or Co- 
lumbia catalogue. The recent ten- 
dency, however, has been to- 
ward the compilation of “high mo- 
ments,” a practice which seems 
to be based on the belief that the 
argument and the dramatic action 
of the operatic text is of no im- 
portance. 


One can not know opera 
through a series of excerpts, but 
it is possible for a listener to be 
s0 stimulated by hearing a few 
numbers that he will not be con- 
tent until he has heard the whole 
thing and in the right order. And 
in any case, only the most egre- 
gious purism will deny that there 
is considerable pleasure even in 
hearing tabloid versions and iso- 
lated set numbers. Most music 
lovers, I am sure, will find the 
“Highlights From Puccini's Ma- 
dame Butterfly” highly agreeable. 
This album contains the Love Duet 
from the first act, the famous so- 
prano area, “Un bel di, vedremo,” 
The Flower Duet and the tenor 
ario, “Addio,” from the last act.

THE SINGERS ARE Licia Al- 
banese, soprano; James Melton, 
tenor, and Lucielle Browning, con- 
tralto, and the Victor Orchestra 
is conducted by Frieder Weiss- 
man.

Lopez, George Olsen and B. A. 
Rolfe orchestras. 


Mary Garden was heard in the 
broadcast by remote control from 
Chicago and Will Rogers from In- 
dependence, Kan. The other pro- 
gram features were broadcast di- 
rect from the studios of WEAF— 
now WNBC—New York City key 
station of the network. Stations 
besides KSD and WEAF that car- 
ried the program included WJZ, 
which later became the New York 
key station of the Blue net and 
recently of the ABC net; WOC, 
Davenport, Ia.; Springfield and 
Worcester, Mass.; New Haven, 
Conn.; Schenectady and Buffalo, 
N. Y.; Washington, D. C.; Cleve- 
land; Cincinnati; Chicago; Minne- 
apolis and St. Paul, Minn.; KDKA, 
Pittsburgh, and WDAF, WTIC, 
WJAR, WWJ and WCSH. 


In announcing plans for the 
broadcast, Merlin H. Aylesworth, 
president of the newly formed Na- 
tional Broadcasting Co., said: “This 
prgram is intended not only to 
mark formal entry of the N.B.C. 
into radio broadcasting, but also 
to present to the radio audience a 
glimpse of the goal which we 
will strive to reach in the presen- 
tation of programs under our 
supervision. We hope that this 
program will prove to be educa- 
tional as well as entertaining, as 
it is our earnest desire to evolve 
programs containing both of these 
essential factors.” 


With the broadcasting of this 
program on Nov. 15, 1926, the 
American Telephone & Telegraph 
Co., which had borne the bulk of 
the burden of getting programs 
on the air, retired from radio and 
left its development from the net- 
work viewpoint to the N.B.C., its 
affiliated stations and the future. 

KSD's broadcasting dates back 
to Feb. 14, 1922, when The Post- 
Dispatch put on the air a radio 
station with a transmitter erected 
Continued on Page 11, Column 3.

IN LILLIAN HELLMAN’S LATEST PLAY, “Another Part of 
the Forest,” I fear that all we get is talent posturing as genius.

FURTHERING THE AUTHOR’S CONFUSION is her evident 
belief that steadily repeated loud insistence makes for cumulatively 
effective drama.

She wanted a succes- 
sor to the Guild’s “Porgy and 
Bess” for a musical with native 
flavor. She hit on Lynn Rigg’s 
poetic play, “Green Grow. the Li- 
lacs.” With Lawrence Langner of 
the Guild, she took it up with 
Richard Rodgers, the top-notch 
musical comedy composer. A sum- 
mer was spent in discussion in 
Connecticut. Oscar Hammerstein 
II, the country’s premier librettist, 
was called in. He'd already been 
planning a musical version of 
“Green Grow,” himself, so he was 
full of ideas. He cut the original 
script, threw out the folk sone*: XMAS WEER ET? 
wrote in a sub-plot and added | XMAS WEER ES 
characters to provide variety and 
comedy, such as Will, the peddler 
and Ado Annie, 
Hammerstein then wrote the 
lyrics for the first song “Oh, What 
a Beautiful Mornin’.”

OOKS who once learn how to 
‘é use poultry fat in the prep- 
aration of many luxuriously 
flavored dishes never waste a 


particle, and at this season of the 
year, when there is an excess, 
they take special precautions to 
render it and store it for future 
use, Now that shortening is so 
expensive, there is a need for 
everyone to learn how to use 
poultry fat. The greatest deposits 
of fat are on the gizzard, the 
intestines, and on the inside of 
the abdominal cavity around the 
vent. It may be easily and 
cleanly peeled off if one uses care 
and a little patience. If the fat 
must be washed, do this in cold 
water to prevent any melting and 
loss in the drained off water. 
Because it is soft fat, it melts at 
a very’ low temperature, so in 
rendering it should be put in a 
shallow container and either place 
over very slow, top-stove heat or 
in a very slow oven, 

As the fat dries out, it should 
be poured off from time to time

As a matter of fact, when 
Shakespeare coined the phrase 
(“Here will be an old abusing of 
God’s patience and the king’s 
English.”—Merry Wives of Wind- 
sor), there was no English king— 
Elizabeth was on the throne, In- 
deed, her reign coincides almost 
exactly with Shakespeare's life- 
time. She reigned from 1558 to 
1603; Shakespeare lived from 1564 
to 1616, 

It was only during the last thir- 
teen years of Shakespeare's jife 
that England had a king—James I. 
But James was not English—he 


was a Scotsman, the son of Mary 
Queen of Scots. 


“The King’s English” is an es- 
pecially unhappy term when used 
to designate the language spoken 
in the United States. The term 
leads many unthinking Americans 
to embrace the false idea that 
the language of America is some-

is the vernacular — the accepted 
spoken tongue. People do not go 
about “talking like books,” as the 
saying goes. 

Moreover, every language the 
world has ever known was spoken 
long before it was written. The 
very word language attests this 
fact: it is from the Old French 
langue, from the Latin lingua, 
“the tongue.” 


Now then, since the language 
of America branched off from the 
language of England more than 
three centuries ago and has de- 
veloped independently ever since, 
how can it be said that we Ameri- 
cans speak the “King’s English?” 

The difference between British 
and American intonation and pro- 
nunciation is too well Known to 
need comment, What the average 
American does not know is that 
the British and American vocabu- 
laries, save for the relatively small 
vocabulary of formal literature, 
are as unlike as two languages 
can be. 


For example, when an English- 
British; the second is American): 
man speaks of the letter “z” as 
“zed,” and the American calls it 
“zee,” they are not using words 
from a Common tongue, Compare 
these word pairs which are typical 
of untold thousands (the first is 
lift, elevator; lorry, truck; sweets, 
candy; cheerio, so long; righto, 
O.K.; tram, streetcar, charabanc, 
sight-seeing bus; guard, conductor 
(railroad); wind screen, wind- 
shield; spanner, wrench; butter 
muslin, cheesecloth; drawing pins, 
thumbtacks; tart, pie; biscuit. 
cracker; navvy, unskilled laborer; 
ree saloon; slavey, housemaid; 
obby, cop; dinner jacket, tuxedo; 
circus (a small circular place at 
the intersection of streets, as Pic- 
cadilly Circus), circle; treacle, 
sirup; scone, teacake; prawn, 
shrimp; barrister, lawyer, solici- 
tor, attorney; pavement, sidewalk. 


Is it any wonder, then, that, 
when American troops were sent 
to England, the Army provided 
each serviceman with a dictionary 
of Briticisms, Short Guide , to 
Great Britain, and that the British 
published a similar work called 
“Meet the U. 8S. Army?” 

The English Navy, Army, and 
Air Forces Institute also published 
a small dictionary of American- 
isms in which appeared this: 
“What can we say about studying 
the American people as a whole? 
- « « The best key to a nation’s 
mind is its language. That, you 
will say, is English. Not at al). It 
may be Called English, but it is 
American. 


Mincemeat Turnovers

The idea is to take from unions 
the power to close down an entire 
industry. Some powerful indus- 
trialists, however, have come to 
prefer industry-wide barsaining. 


Roman Woes — Christian Demo- 
crats May soon withdraw from 
Italy's big General Confederation 
of Labor, and this may be the shot 
that will sink Premier Alcide de 
Gasperi’s battle-scarred ship of 
state.

or over obstructions. 

Earl. E. Flint of Middletown, a 
29-year-old Ohioan whose low-alti- 
tude bombsight helped turn the 
Bismarck sea battle into a smash- 
ing Japanese defeat, has come up 
with an adaptation of that device 
which he says will tell pilots the 
exact point at which to begin a 
landing glide, regardless of alti- 
tude. 

Actually, the pilot “bombs”. his 
plane into the proper landing spot. 

“I am enthusiastic about this 
new instrument,” Lou Wehrung. 
chief test pilot for Aeronca Air- 
craft Corp., said after exhaustive 
tests. “It is so accurate a pilot 
can land on the exact spot he 
selects while still hundreds of feet 
in the air. Inexperienced pilots 
will find the instrument so simple 
they will be able to adjust it in 
30 seconds. In event of a dead 
motor, the pilot will know long 
before he reaches a prospective 
landing space whether he will be 
able to maintain altitude enough 
to land there.” 

- Data on Procedure. 

The landing procedure is just 
like following the bouncing ball 
at one of those movie singfests. 
An orange dot, projected by op- 
tical and electrical means from 
the compact little instrument, ap- 
pears to be racing along the 
ground. When the racing dot 
reaches the desired landing point, 
the pilot cuts his motor and be- 
gins his landing glide. 

A few minutes later, the plane 
wheels touch the spot where the 
©range dot had rested at the mo- 
ment the glide began. 

“There are only three factors 
which influence the landing of an 
airplane,” explained Flint. “They 
are wind velocity, glide speed and 
the weight of the airplane.

HELENA, Mont., Dec. 7—Can- 
yon Ferry Dam, which the Bureau 
of Reclamation plans to build in 
the Missouri river near Helena, 
constitutes an outstanding illus- 
tration of the complications and 
controversies which can occur un- 
der the Pick-Sloan plan for devel- 
opment of the Missouri. Advo- 
cates of the proposed Missouri 
Valley Authority point to this 
project as an example of the dif- 
ficulties under Pick-Sloan which 
they say MVA could avoid. 
Although western officials of 
the bureau are prepared to pro- 
ceed with construction, the un- 
dertaking has been tied up be- 
cause a highly involved contract 
with Montana Power Co. has been 
under advisement at the Depart- 
ment of Interior at Washington 
about four years. It is reported 
there is marked difference of 
opinion at the department over 
the terms of the contract. 
Secretary of the Interior Krug, 
it was learned, was told by a Mon- 
tana official when he visited Butte 
last summer that the department 


ought not await the company’s 


agreement to purchase the power 
to be produced before starting the 
dam. ' 

According to bureau spokes- 
men, who regard Canyon Ferry 
@s the key project of their wide- 
epread plans for Montana, it 
would put a definite limitation on 
the power company’s valuable 
water rights and would confine 
the company to its existing status 


-fn generation of electricity along 


the Missouri. But the bureau con- 
cedes that the situation has so 
many ramifications that argu- 
ments can be made both ways as 
to its value and effects. 

MVA Backers Criticize Project. 

MVA supporters criticize Can- 
yon Ferry as a “set-up” for the 
power company but a high state 
official says the project would 
modify company operations and 
he is of the opinion the company 
is opposed to it. 

“The Government hasn’t said a 
word to us about what it wants,” 
Frank Bird of Butte, president 
of the power company, told the 
Post-Dispatch. “Actually, we only 
know what we read in the papers 
about it. When Krug was out 
here, I suggested to him that pri- 
vate business and the Govern- 
ment each had a large invest- 
ment in Montana and neither was 
going to back out, and that we 
ought to work it out, with each 
doing what it can do best. We're 
mot going to have any trouble 
with the bureau; we've dealt with 
them for many years and get 
along fine—they’re realistic.” 

Montana Power is an indirect 
unit of the big Electric Bond & 
Share holding company system, 
but expects to be made indepen- 
dent under death-sentence pro- 
ceedings. It ranks behind only 
Anaconda Copper Mining Co. 
when the little people of Mon- 
tana complain about economic 
domination of their state by big 
interests. 


Question of Water Rights. 

One of the biggest questions in- 
volved in the Canyon Ferry plan 
is the fixing of the company’s 
water rights in the Upper Mis- 
souri, from the oldtime head of 
navigation, Fort Benton, through 
the three forks which form the 
Missouri—the Jefferson, Madison 
and Gallatin. The company now 
has six power dams on the main 
stream, from a point above Fort 
Benton to its existing small and 
antiquated Canyon Ferry Dam 
here, and in addition it has Heb- 
gen Reservoir, for regulating pur- 
poses, on the Madison. 

New Canyon Ferry would over- 


‘flow the old one, as it would have 


a far bigger reservoir and five 
times the power capacity of the 
old. The new project, under bu- 
reau control, would become the 
regulator of the flow to the five 
company dams downstream, while 
the water of Hebgen would be di- 
verted by the bureau to irrigate 


irrigation development along thej/as cheap to utilize as on the Mis- 


land in the Gallatin valley. 

Some years ago the State Water 
Conservation Board, aided by a 
PWA loan, built the small Toston 
dam in the Missouri, above Can- 
yon Ferry, and an irrigation ditch 
to the vicinity of Townsend, a 
small town at the upper end of 
the new reservoir site, intended to 
reclaim 20,000 acres of dry land. 
The company, alarmed, filed suit 
in United States District Court to 
determine its rights to the water. 
The court here held in 1941 that 
the company had all the rights it 
claimed, but the suit, on appeal, 
was dismissed by the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals, which 
held, in effect, that the litigation 
should have been instituted in the 
state courts. 

In the last four years the state 
has developed irrigation on about 
13,000 acres served by the Toston 
dam. It is said that farmers have 
been slow to join this system be- 
cause of the still unsettled threat 
to the water supply.

Upper Missouri has been held up 
because of the fear that the com- 
pany eventually might prevent 
use of the water after the large 
investment called for by farmers 
and others to provide irrigation 
facilities. Above Great Falls, 
Mont. (which is above Fort Ben- 
ton), about 500,000 acres are irri- 


gated now, but the bureau esti- 
mates there could be a potential 
development of 320,000 additional 
acres, in addition to more water 
for 150,000 acres of the land al- 
ready served. 

“The prospective contract be- 
tween the department and the 
company is expected to settle all 
controversies,” a bureau represent- 
ative asserted. “It is expected to 
give the bureau the right to de- 
velop all the Upper Missouri with- 
out any limitation on the bureau 
over company rights. This would 
be achieved by building a reser- 
voir of such size that it could con- 
serve enough water to maintain 
the company’s power output at the 
average possibility of the past 14 
years, regardless of any depletion 
above the dams for irrigation. 

“Many assumptions are involved 
over what water rights are. ‘Wa- 
ter right’ stipulates the maximum 
amount of water a man can use 
in this region; if ‘power right’ was 
identical with ‘water right,’ we 
wouldn’t be talking about Canyon 
Ferry. The company could build 
power plants on other streams 
without interfering with the bu- 
reau’s irrigation plans; there are 
plenty of other power sites but not

T. LOUIS’ downtown Christmas shopping rush looked like a buyers’ strike 

compared with the bone-crushing jam staged last week by World 

War II veterans at the opening of a "G. I. Department Store” at 8900 
South Broadway. 

Schooled in the arts of line-standing and objective-storming, the veterans 
—accompanied by wives, mothers, children—snarled traffic for 10 blocks as 
they prepared for the attack on the huge, converted warehouse. The booty: 
$3,000,000 worth of war-surplus consumer goods sold on an over-the-counter 
basis at bargain prices. 

One hundred clerks braced themselves for the charge, quickly were 
overwhelmed, had to call for reinforcements. At day’s end they surveyed 
the littered battlefield, wearily began restocking shelves with everything 
from pocket knives to life rafts, air conditioning units to lingerie, for the next 
day's encounter. Almost 15,000 customers had crowded in the first day. 

The store, first in the country established as a regular operation by the 
War Assets Administration, will continue in business as long as stocks last, 
perhaps six months or more. Prices run 10 to 50 per cent below those in 
retail stores; first week's sales were expected to total more than $100,000.

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REMODELED mansion in St. Louis County houses 
the only school in the United States where 
faculty members completely run the show. 


They determine academic policy, administer the 


funds, set their own salaries and, by majority vote, 
can oust any of their own number—including the 
headmaster. / 

This unorthodox conception is keystone of the 
recently opened Thomas Jefferson School, non- 
sectarian and non-military, for boys of high school 
age. The five faculty members, all war veterans of 
ages 24 to 36, have definite convictions about what 
constitutes an education. 

Students are put through a tough curriculum of 
work—languages, science, history—required for admit- 
tance to Eastern colleges, but the school’s approach 
detours wide of the ivory tower. It regards culture 
as a way of life, not something to be kept under glass. 

A boy may get an ancient history brain-picking 
in the morning, trim the same instructor at tennis that 
afternoon, and at night be one of a group the instructor 
takes downtown for a play or concert. Paintings and 
prints, frequently changed, are on display in every 
room. In athletics, every boy makes the team. 


For this closely integrated schooling, boarding 
students pay $2000 a year, day students $1000. 
Thomas Jefferson now has 12 pupils, one-third of 
capacity. It is, accordingly, just about the smallest 
and most expensive school an American boy could 
attend. Headmaster Robin McCoy points out that a 
larger tuition income must make up for lack of endow- 
ment and of scholarship funds, handicaps for any new 
school. As it grows, cost is scheduled to come down. 

Thomas Jefferson School is a non-profit corpora- 
tion. Buildings and 41 acres of ground were a gift, 
without strings. The same anonymous donor put up 
funds to cover early deficits. McCoy brought the 
teacher-trustee idea back from England's Cambridge 
University, which operates, like Oxford, under a 
similar plan. Advantages: To give the school 
supreme authority on what and how it will teach; 
to keep school and faculty out of scholastic politics. 

At regular meetings, McCoy has two votes as 
headmaster, other teachers one each. The head- 
master employs new teachers, who have no vote 
their first year to prevent him from “packing” the 
staff. Every three years, each faculty member 
comes up for re-election by secret vote of the others.

the Marquette School playground. Starting, 
stopping, turning, backing, parking, they 
zipped through painted lanes, wheeled 
around stanchions, slammed to sudden 
stops. It was examination day in a 
safe-driving course. 

The course, in which several days 
were devoted to classroom work, was de- 
signed to prepare the teachers to instruct 
pupils in proper driving practices and re- 
sponsibilities. It was conducted by the 
Automobile Club of Missouri as part of a 


campaign to have driver training courses 
given in every high ‘school in the state. 
Next year St. Louis public high schools 
will resume such instruction, suspended 
in the war years. 

With the driving record of 16-year-olds 
proven the worst of any age group in the 
matter of safety, the American Automobile 
Association and affiliated agencies have 
undertaken a program to make driver edu- 
cation part of the curriculum of high schools 
throughout the country. The goal is drastic 
reduction of traffic fatalities and injuries, 
which have totaled nearly 4,000,000 in this 
country in the last five years.
